ALLEGE EXORBITANT 
SALARIES WERE PAID 


New York, Aug. 17.—Proceedings in a 
damage suit for $14,000,000 have been 
instituted in the New York Supreme Court 
by Arthur Y. Dalziel, trustee in bank- 
ruptey for the Selznick Distributing Cor- 
poration, against four men appointed by 
the creditors to manage the affairs of the 
corporation when it went into bankruptcy 
in the winter of 1923. 

The men named as defendants in the 
suit are Walter Jerome Green, formerly 
connected with the Savage Arms Com- 
pany; William C, Doolittle, formerly vice-

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England May Levy High Tariff 
To Curb American Film Monopoly 


Boycott of American Films Unlikely, Says F. L. Herron, Foreign 


Manager for Will H. 


Hays, But Situation 


Requires Careful Handling 


EW WORK, August 15.—A heavy tariff raise on all American films shipped to 
Great Britain, or an agreement between British and American film men whereby 
the exhibition of the films of both countries will be proportionate with their 

respective facilities, are twp methods of checking the alleged American monopoly of 
the British motion picture industry now under discussion in England. 


Officials of the Motion Picture Pro- 
ducers and Distributors’ Association, the 
governing body of the American film in- 
dustry, were disinclined to credit the re- 
port that British boycott of American 
films impends, but théy did admit that 
the situation which has arisen in England 
with respect to the activities of the 
American film companies is most serious 
and one which requires the utmost care 
in its handling. 

This boycott, similar to that imposed 
several years ago by Germany, wags pre- 
dicted a few days ago when representa- 
tives of the Cinematograph Exhibitors’ 
Association called upon the president of 
the Board of Trade in London, asking 
him to petition the British Government to 
refuse to permit the booking of American 
films before they were subjected to a 
censor and trade showing, as mentioned 
in the August 15 issue of The Billboard. 
The exhibitors complained that in every 
dnstance in dealing with an American 
film concern they were forced to book 
their films long in advance, sometimes 
18 months, and that in almost every case 
they had no opportunity to see the films 
before they booked them. 

This latest protest is considered a part 
of the general bitter complaint of British 
film men that England has become so 
flooded with an inferior grade of Ameri- 
can pictures that their own industry is 
becoming seriously endangered. Another 
complaint is that these cheap-grade films 
are sold to exhibitors at such ridiculously 
low prices that the latter grab them 
in preference to “the more _intel- 
Kigent and educational British films?” 

The British also have complained, ac- 
cording to the Hays organization officials, 
that pictures sent over from this coun- 
try are detrimental rather than educa- 
tional, since they do not faithfully rep- 
resent American life. 

Major F. L. Herroh, foreign manager 
for the Will H. Hays forces, who has the 
entire matter in his charge, yesterday 
characterized the situation as an alarm- 
ing one. 

“The matter is one for serious con- 
sideration,” said Major Herron, “but I 
do not think it will result in any such 
drastic step as a~boycott of American 
films. The British are too sensible to 
do anything like that. In the first place, 


about %5 “per cent of all films shown in , 


England are of American make. The 
British public demands American films. 
“There is an enormous amount of 
bombast on the other side of the water, 
mostly by men who haven't the slightest 
idea what they are talking about. The 
men who are doing the talking are not 
men in close contact with the film busi- 
\ ness. We are in constant communication 
with British film men, and are sure that 
in the end the matter will be ironed out. 
to the satisfaction of everyone. 


“The matter of block booking, which 
seems to be one of the chief causes for 
complaint, is the same all over the world, 
British film men do exactly the same 
thing themselves. The only films booked 
in blocks are the important ones. The 
cheap, inferior grade films, which of 
course creep in sometimes, are never sold 
in blocks, and the British are thoroly 
conversant with important American pic- 
tures. They really don’t want a trade 
showing before they book them. They 
know the activities of our companies, 
our directors ind our stars as well as 
we do ourselves. 

“Certainly if the exhibitor hagn’t sense 
enough to know what his public wants it 
is his own fault. There is no reason why 
any exhibitor should book an inferior 
film. 

“The English simply haven’t the right 
point of view. They seem to be trying to 
build up their own aye tearing 
down that of someone else. his can- 
nat >be done. They don’t see far enough 
ahead. Unlike the Germans, they do not 
attempt to make their pictures with a 
universal appeal, but make them for the 
most part with their own specific locale 
as a background, Our pictures are made 
with a world-wide appeal. They can be 
shown anywhere. So can a great many 
German pictures. 

“An example of the shortsightedness of 
the British is their contemplation of rais- 
ing the tariff on American films. Should 
they do this, the exhibitor wili be forced 
to raise the prices, for it is he in the end 
who will have to pay that excess duty. 

“They are also talking of an agreement 
hetween the two countries to exhibit so 
many British films for so many American 
films. They haven't the production 
faafities for any such agreement as that. 


“As for their contention that our pic- 
tures are detrimental because they do not 
portray American life, that is really 
funny. No picture actually portrays 
ordinary life. People do not want to see 
that sort of picture. Every one must 
necessarily be an exaggeration to have 
any interest. For that matter, do British 
novels accurately portray English Hife, 
or is the average British play a true 
representation of the life of the average 
Britisher?”

New York, Aug. 15.—Following the 
recent inauguration of morning shows at 
the Rivoli Theater, first-run Broadway 
house, at reduced prices, in order to ac-

This innovation, it is thought, will re- 
sult in serious inroads on the morning 
business done by Loew's Wew York The- 
ater and Moss’ Broadway, both of which 
are open to the public at 11 o’clock and 
both of which have profited no little by 
the morning and early afternoon trade. 

At the Rialto, wh’ch reports an attend- 
ance of 275 for its initial performance, 
it was said that the move was a perma- 
nent one and that it was in no way con- 
nected with the morning performances of 
the Loew and Moss houses. 

The move was made, the management 
said, because the theater’s location at 42d 
street and Broadway was especially ac- 
eeptable to the demands of New York's 
transients.

“Statement in Actors’ Equity columns 
in your issue of August 8 in reference 
to our settlement is incomplete and not 
fair to my interests in view of the 
garbled. excerpts Equity published. I 
only agreed to observe Equity rules if 
Equity in turn would agree to observe 
its own rules, especially’ referring 
to arbitration clauses, which it has 
agreed to do. Equity asked for two 
weeks’ salary for members, but we offered 
one week's salary sif reinstatement was 
effective immediately, and in Paul Dull- 
zell’s own words: ‘You are very mag- 
nanimous in making this fair settlement 
offer and on behalf of the Equity I 
want you to know we appreciate your 
desire to settle this dispute without 
availing yourself of the courts, and it is 
most generous of you to tender payment.’ 

“At no time have I ever agreed not to 
avail my rights at law for damages in 
connection with the strike called on my 
company by the Equity. Miss Cow! has 
refused to repay an overdrawn-salary 
claim of $4,307 that will be settled by 
arbitration, but, owing to illness, at some 
future date. The executive council of 
the Actors’ Equity Association in session 
July 28 told Mrs. Macloon, who was 
present, that under no _ circumstancés 
were we responsible for 35 railroad 
tickets good for return transportation to 
New York City that were seized by the 
company manager, and either the Sel- 
wyn management, which took over the 
company following the strike, or the 
Actors’ Equity Association would repay 
us the full value of the tickets—approxi- 
mately $3,700. 

“I feel in all fairness to my standing 
as a manager you will give the above 
statement from me full publicity, the 
same as Equity received, in your next 
issue.”

“Gold Rush’”’ Premiere 
At New York Strand 


New Chaplin Picture Shown to Capacity 
House—Is Mildly Funny 


New York, Aug. 16.—The new Charlie 
Chaplin picture, The Gal@ Rush, given its 
premiere at a midnight performance at 
the Strand Theater last night, was at- 
tended by a large, albeit not very enthusi- 
astic, audience composed largely of peo- 
ple from the world of the theater. The 
house, which séats more than 3,000, was 
packed to capacity, overflowing into a 
10-row standee line at the rear of the 
orchestra floor. 

The best that can be said of the pic. 

ture is that in parts it is mildly funny, 
breaking out now and then into a prom- 
ising spurt of near-hysteric humor, 
which, however, dies out before it has 
a chance. Judging from the constant 
shrieks of delight from the audience it 
should have been a hilariously funny 
piece of work, but actually it was nothing 
of the kind. 
. Chaplin, who, by the way, is scarcely 
recognizable from the Charlie of old days 
of Shoulder Arms and The Kid, has em- 
ployed practically all of his stock gags 
wherever opportunity arises. “From his 
humor there is absent a considerable por- 
tion of that intermixture of subtle 
comedy and pathos which has char- 
actegized his past performances The 
humor is still there, but is a trifle jaded, 
since one has seen the same brand so 
often in his previous pictures, and the 
pathos—well, Charlie perhaps has been 
reading too many appreciative analyses 
of his sad-eyed genius. 

The story is stmple, or at least it 
should have been. As it is we don’t think 
anyone who saw it knew quite what it 
was all about, which is another way of 
saying that the continuity was just about 
- bad as it is possible for continuity to 

e. 

A lone prospector in the wilds of the 
North, friendless; a chance meeting with 
another lone prospector (rather well 
done by Mack Swain) who is not so 
friendless; a _  partnegship. Then, of 
course, a girl, Georgia Hale, and “Oh, 
my goodness me”, where did Mr. Chaplin 
get her? A chance meeting in a rowdy 
dance hell, a stock villain in the form of 
a rather slgek, well-mustached gentle- 
man. The usual abuse, with Charlie as 
the goat; the inevitable finding of the 
lost claim, the quick change into fur 
coats and silk hats and another chance 
meeting with the young lady on a south- 
bound steamer with the usual results— 
that, in brief, is the story. 

As to the girl: maybe she is a protege 
of Charlie, perhaps a personal friend who 
should have her chance. Whatever she 
may be, she has no right to play oppo- 
site the comedian, whether in an impor- 
tant role or a small one. 

There are some good cornedy efforts in 
the film. Perhaps the funniest, and it 
really is screamingly funny, occurs when 
Charlie at a dinner party in his shanty 
answers a request for a speech by offer- 
ing to dance. He spears two long break- 
fast rolls with a fork and manipulates 
them so deftly upon the table as to make 
them into a very lifelike pair of feet 
and legs executing a most intricate 
dance. This drew paroxysms of laughter 
frém the crowd. Of slapstick there 's 
plenty; of pathos too much. It 
reeks with it. Of agility, the old Chap- 
linesque agility, there is not nearly 
enough, and of subilety there is hardly 
any. 

The photography is good and as a 
whole it is a mildly amusing picture. 
Chaplin's excellent direction of A Woman 
of Paris, in which he did not appear, is 
not to be compared with the direction of 
the present film, in which, as the pro- 
gram states, he was assisted by Charles 
Friesner and H. Dabbadie Darrast. 

Exhibitors will not find The Gold Rush 
as fine a picture in any way as former 
Chaplin releases, including Shoulder 
Arms, A Dog's» Life, The Kid and A

Further Progress 
In Radio Vision 


Pictures and Words Sent Simultaneously Over 
Same Set by Washington Inventor 


By ROBERT BRANDON 
(Billboar@ Special Correspondent) 

Washington, Aug. 15.—C. Francis Jen- 
kins, Washington inventor of radio vision 
and radio movies, has gucceeded in re- 
eiving a moving picture and a verbal 
description of the picture over the same 
receiving set at the same time in tests 
just completed at his laboratory here. 

While Mr. Jenkins performed move- 
ments in front of his picture transmitting 
apparatus he described his movements 
in detail His audienee in another room 
could hear his description of what he was 
doing while at the same time they 
watched a picture of them on a small 
screen. | 

The pictures and words were transe- 
mitted on the same wave length. They 
were separated on the receiving end, dif- 
ferent electrical capacities being used in 
conducting the words to the loudspeaker 
end the pictures to the picture cabtnet. 

After the experiments Mr. Jenkins, 
highly elated at the success of his tests, 
talked freely of his hopes for the future. 
He referred to the rapid progress being 
made by the engineers in his laboratory 
and optimisticaHy predicted that it would 
be a comparatively short time before the 
machine will be perfected and standard- 
ized for home use. 

Mr. Jenkins quoted Atwater Kent, wel?- 
known radio manufacturer, to the effect 
that within 10 years radio fans would 
sit in their own homes and watch base- 
ball games projected before them on a 
sereen. That statement, the inventor 
said, was too conservative. 

“If I thought it would be that long,” 
he said. “I would be bitterly disap- 
pointed.” ‘ 

“But_even after you have refined and 
perfected the apparatus won’t you have 
to make it much cheaper before it will 

used generally?” he was asked. 

“No, that is where you are wrong.” was 
his emphatic answer. “The apparatus is 
designed to be used as an attachment to 
a standard receiving set such as the pub- 
lic is using today. It will be operated 
in the same way as a loud-speaker ate 
tachment, and will be very cheap. 

“All thru our tests we have been using 
standard receiving tests in preference to 
specially designed sets so that when our 
apparatus is completed it will merely be 
an attachment to standard sets and will 
not require complete néw equipment. If 
we had used specially designed receiving 
sets we would be much further along than 
we are.”

Film Business Is 
Booming in Argentina 


Washington, D. C.. Aug. 15.—The mo- 


tion picture business is booming in 
Argentina. According to advices to the 
Department of Commerce, there are no 


less than 25 motion picture film producers 
in Buenos Aires engaged in the business 
of making current-event films and plays, 

The current-event films, known locally 
as “Actualidades” and “Revistas”, are 
largely of local interest only and are 
placed in the regular theater circuits for 
distribution. 

Twenty plays of fair local importance 
were filmed in Buenos Aires during the 
year 1924. These were produced by 14 
different companies. In mary cases the 
local company is organized for the pro- 
duction of only one picture and the work 
is done ce-operatively by the artists, 
using only makeshift studios. Only two 
of the companies have fitted . studios. 
The pictures produced are all of local 
interest -and depend upon the “home- 
talent” effect for their success. 

Very little money is actually expended 
in the production of the Argentine film 
Plays. Often the artists do not receive 
any pay until the play is in the cireuit 
and bringing a return. However, prac- 
tically all of them return a good profit, 
as they have a local element of attrac- 
tion. .Altho most of the artists are ama- 
teurs the Argentine film industry has 
begun to develop few “professionals” 
who devote all of their time to motion 
picture plays. The highest recorded fee 
paid to one of these artists was 1,500 
pesos cash for the film and 10 per cent 
of the net profits.

It is a flimsy -framework, of course, 


but it could be reinforced better than it 
has been. There is no excuse for such 
incredulities as the preposterous behavior 
of the homebreaker, who repeatedly in- 
sults his host in the most brazen man- 
ner—and not for comedy effect either; 
the wide liberties ta n by nearly all 
of the guests, who enfer without either 
ringing or knocking; the sneering ex- 
pressions of the female servant; the 
spectacle of a man — nuts and stew- 
ing the shells away in the pocket of his 
tuxedo coat; the clanging doorlatch, 
which might be all right on the door of 
a woodshed but not on the entrance to 
a living room; the exit of the wife and 
her youn in about five seconds, during 
whic time she is supposed to have 
searched all thru the house for her hus- 
band; the remark, apropos of some com- 
ment on the unsanitary condition of the 
jail, that “The least they can do is to 
heat it properly’—when the time is sup- 
posed to be summer. . 

Being required to act such unbelievable 
hokum, it is no wonder that most of the 
players give loose and careless perform- 
ances. Sylvia Field, as the young wife, 
is almost totally negative in the role. She 
doesn't reflect her domestic responsibili- 
ties or troubles in the least. Her fre- 
quent smile is so obviously a carefree 
stage smile that anyone can see she is 
merely acting a part which she does not 
take seriously. 

. Richard Sterling, who plays the part of 

the stupid husband. gives a good, con- 
sistent and iairly funny performance as 
far as acting goes gut the role calls 
for a man about 28 years old—at least 
. he age the husband claims to be 
—while Sterling Jooks nearer 40. Many 
in the audience undoubtedly’ are led to 
wondering how the girl. ever came to 
the man in the first place—and 
why it is that they stand so far away 
from each other when holding a con- 
versation. 

Earl House, the crude Lothario in the 
mixup, fails to live up to the reputation 
ascribed to him. He has a Conrad Nagle 
profile and appears to be more suited for 
roles of a serious nature. At least his 
abrupt, superficial and fickle style of 
lovemaking does not convince one as be- 
ing the kind that would make him very 
popular among women. 

obert Cummings is excellent in the 
part of the real estate man who has 
been held up by the meek husband as the 
result of a misapprehension. Cummings, 
more than any other member of the cast, 
really seems to feel what he-eis acting. 

Edward Robins, as the chief of police, 
looks and acts the part very_well, and 
Enid Markey, by a subtle and winsome 
handling of the second woman part, 
works herself into such strong favor that 
she is the only member of the cast who 
draws any applause after a scene. 

Jay Murray, tho he is on the stage for 
only two minutes or sb, makes a fine 
impression both by his appearance and 
by his clear and intelligent reading of 
the few lines assigne da, to him. Ceeil 
Kern, Booth Howard, Mark Smith, Mar- 
jorie Wood, Béatrice Moreland and Karl 
Van Veckten fill the less important roles,

A Lucky Break is the kind of a whole- 
some play that should help considerably 
to restore the popularity of the spoken 
drama on the road. Altho it belongs to 
the vintage of 10 and 20 years ago, its 
ingredients are of the ever-popular va- 
riety, fancifully clothed in somewhat the 
same style that has made the musical 
comedies of Zelda Sears so well liked. 
Briefly summed up, the play is well con- 
structed from the standpoint of cumula- 
tive interest, the Horatio Alger idea is 
held within reasonable bounds, the love 
element is delightfully and sympa- 
thetically sketched, the comedy is gener- 
ously amusing, and there is a top-notch 
last act in which love, comedy and color- 
ful setting combine to give the evening 
a perfect ending. <A thoroly competent 
job has been done of the staging, while 
in the scenic line, altho the first setting 
is rather strikingly flashy, the attractive 
exterior in the last act has a back drop 
showing an unusually beautiful and nat- 
ural piece of painted perspective. 

The acting suits the mood of the 
play almost to perfection. George Mac- 
Farlane may not be a very Imber actor, 
but his naturalness, broad smile and good- 
natured perSonality are much more de- 
sirable than the too obvious trickg or 
“technique” of so many actors. MacFar- 
lane makes a most likable hero. b 

Lucille Sears is another remarkably 
natural and—unusually winsome perform- 
er. She is unspoiled by stage affectations 
and looks a@ tho she were the kind of 
a girl who will remain that way. Miss 
Sears’ genuine sincerity and the beautiful 
shading in her reading of sentimental 
lines go far towards making the char- 
acter she portrays—that of the heroine— 
both fascinating and lovable. 

Louise Galloway, too, is perfectly at 
home as the mother of the heroine, and 
Ursula Ellsworth, in the part of a talka- 
tive old waitress, provokes a good many 
laughs. ‘ 

Charles Dow Clark, as a self-satisfied, 
wite-cracking, small-town Shylock, makes 
good use of a comedy characterization, 
while Edgar Nelson, in a rather broadly

Destroyed at West Chester, Pa.—Bandmaster 
Deu Injured 


West Chester, Pa. Aug. 15.—The 
sleepers of the Christy Bros.’ Shows came 
near being destroyed today while being 
shifted in the local freight yard. In 
making a coupling the couplers failed to 
catch and the six coaches started down a 
sharp incline headed for an embank- 
ment, a fall of 20 feet. No. 64, the work- 
ingmen’s sleeper, the first of the string, 
crashed into a high-tension pole carry ng 
a voltage of 38,000. The car was reduced 
to splinters, and Bandmaster Deu, of the 
side-shawv band, who was asleep in the 
car, had his foot erushed and narrowly 
escaped fatal injuries. He was taken to 
a hospital at Lancaster. The wires for- 


tunately fell clear of the cars and this 
alone saved the train ffom burning. The 
privilege car was damaged and the 


caboose also was demolished. The show's 
electr'e light plant for the train was also 
put out of commission.

The Zelda Brothers, Maurice and Dan, opened to enthusidstic returns in 
what is probably the neatest acrobatic and gymnastic novelty in the business. 
There is no end to the ophidian miracles these boys perform in blending 
contortion with their trapeze work. But all acrobats, like good children, should 
be seen and not heard. 

The Keller Sisters and Lynch sailed thru the proverbially dreaded deuce 
spot in their fair to middlin’ offering of song, dance and*harmony, stirring up 
a tidal wave of applause that broke at the finish into a hetyy hand. The 
tallest of the Keller girls turned the trick in her clever top dance. 

Jack Joyce and his horses followed in a snappy exhibition of high-school 
tricks. But for all of the speed the act makes, its effectiveness would be con- 
siderably heightened by a curtailment of those portions of the routine that 
lack variation, particularly the circling bit that precedes the finish. Withal, the 
offering is much better than when it first hit these shores last spring. How- 
ever, Joyce’s equines still seem to execute their tricks without the alacrity 
that one would desire in this otherwise capital offering. 

Ben Ryan and Harriet Lee, a highly laugh-provoking pair, did themselves 
preyd in the next spot in their inimitable comedy offering, seen hereabouts 
a good deal of late.

Nat Saunders 


Reviewed Thursday evening, August 13, 
at B. 8. Moss’ Franklin Theater, New 
York.

Nat Saunders seems to be new to the 
business, and evidently secured his 
vehicle from an author as new to that 
phase of vaudeville as Saunders himself 
seems to be. The lad has a nice appear- 
ance and plenty of confidence. The ma- 
terial has quite a number of bright spots 
in it, tho it has been written crudely, none 
of the finesse which characterizes ma- 
terial written by finished showmen being 
noticeable. The routine starts with a 
song about being A Floorwalker in Dad’s 
Department Store, and then goes into a 
monolog about the experiences as a floor- 
walker. Saunders uses @ popular ballad, 
What a Life, to close. 

Whoever wrote the act (perhaps Saun- 
ders did) had some good gags, but didn’t 
know just how to express them in a 
punch line. Hence, most of the jokes are 
really descriptions. With a .few of them 
the writer of the act seemed to seek 
vainly for an effective way to get @ laugh 
on a particular line, and then followed it 
up with an explanation of the joke, 
probably to avoid taking any chances. 

Yet, even in its present state, the act 
as done by Saunders will go over in the 
very small-time houses. With a few 
seasons’ experience, Saunders can hit for 
the better houses. But not with this 
vehicle. G. J. ,

It is the 
“Toplitsky says” gag, and Liebert has 
been doing the comedy on and off for the 
past eight years or so. The present ver- 
sion is musicalized to some extent and 
the role of the son now means that a 
singing and dancing juvenile has the part 
and the son’s sweetheart also has such 
accompl®hments. The songs and dances 
interpolated help to break the monotony 
of straight comedy, and, of course, make 
it more up to date. 

Liebert as the father is a peculiar per- 
son who is more or less of the happy- 
go-lucky type. His favorite author is 
one Mr. Toplitsky, who is quoted on every 
possible occagion. The author is done in 
oi! and rests on an easel where his ad- 
mirer can always see it. Complications 
arise from the impending marriage of the 
son. The tather objects and the lovers have 
a hard time winning him over. On New 
Year’s Eve they discover that Toplitsky 
has predicted the end of the world on 
such a night in 1928, and they erase the 
date in the book and make it appear as 
tho the author meant the current year. 
The lovers spring this on the old man 
and he readilysconsents to the marriage 
and the amount of money they need. 
When he suddenly realizes that the time 
set for the world’s end has arrived and 
gone he no longer has faith in his 
favorite author and gives him the razz. 

As a character actor Liebert surely 
knows his stuff and gets the most out of 
the comedy. He is always funny and 
works up some good stuff when the son 
comes in togged for a masked ball as 
Satan. The boy and girl in support do 
very well. The only bad feature of the 
comedy is the fact that the gags were 
fine when new, but now most of them 
have been done to death, and it would be 
well to inject a number of new ones.

This new dance presentation offered by 
Melissa Ten Eyck and Max Weily is one 
of a colorful nature meriting its niche in 
the big-time realm.by one number, Tie 
Lure of Gold dance that closes. All else, 
including the specialties by Joe Rose, is 
far inferior, but withal satisfactory. The 
Lure of Gold dance, adapted from Robert 
W. Service’s poem, Tie Spell of the 
Yukon, a few lines of which are recited 
in connection with the specialty, is one 
of the most beautifully executed and 
staged numbers ever seen in vaudeville, 
Miss Ten Eyck interprets “Gold” while 
Weily plays the part of the miner— who 
“wanted the gold and sought it’, as Serv- 
ice’s masterpiece goes. The interpreta- 
tion of the poem is exquisite. Miss Ten 
Eyck typifying “Gold” in fetching cos- 
tume and long golden tresses fascinates 
the miner, who suddenly realizes after 
he has the elusive go!d that “somehow 
it isn’t all”. 
is decidedly picturesque. On the opening 
snow is seen to be falling softly, giving 
the scene a touch of realism. 

The other specialty by Miss Ten Eyck 
and Weily opening the act is much ado 
about death.

Neville Fleeson and Albert Von Tilzer 
have written this offering, which means 
that it is different but by. no means an 
unusual one. There is much diversion to 
the routine, which is done with various 
novelty touches, such as the opening which 
gives Miss Gast the title of Governor of 
the State and the four girls are in 
Striped costumes peeping out of prison 
bars. There are several other noVelties, 
but the solos of Miss Gast, of course, are 
the mainstay of the act. 

The girls were evidently chosen by 
Miss Gast for their shapely appearance 
rather than their ability as versatile 
dancers. They seem to be fairly good at 
eccentric steps, but none of them has 
anything resembling a good kick. As 
kicks have been placed in the routine and 
the girls make the attempt at least, it 
shows them up to bad advantage. Allow- 
ing for the fact that the routine is new 
to the girls, some impravement will be 
made with mare work. Miss Gast on the 
other hand is versatile in her dances and 
they are effective. Her singing ought to 
be cut down to a minimum, for there is 
too much of it to do for a dancer. This 
is especially true when the West Point 
number is being done and a few choruses 
sung. The song is a special number and 
therefore not popular. ; 

Another thing overdone was the drill 
in connection with the soldier bit. The 
girls went thru a so-called manual of 
arms at the command of Miss Gast. It 
did not go so good—girls are not meant 
to be soldiers—and, altho the guns are 
made of wood, they will always have a 
tendency to jerk their heads from one 
side to another as the guns go from right 
to left shoulder, etc. A drill is 
a. farce unless there is snap «and 
precision to it. With such things 
eliminated as they go along the offering 
should find itself soon and make a berth 
for itself on the Intermediate Time. In- 
cluded in*Miss Gast’s solos was a sort of 
Russian dance that showed real talent, 
especially when she did her ents, a

tween dances. 

They may have dancing ability. but 
not for professional purposes. The apach 
if done for comedy purposes, would have 
been one of the funniest bits to be seen 
But since they took it 90 seriously, it was 
really a tragedy. Why must thease chil- 
dren be given such false encouragement 
by people who don’t know anything about 
the stage, as these two probably have 
been? It may hurt them to read this, 
but it’ll help them in the long run—the 
stage or any form of professional dance 
work is the last field in the world for 
Adelaide and Helen. As for the youngster 
with t saxophone—he really longs. 
He really can play exceptionally well and 
should easily get work with a eS band.

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MUSICIANS UNION 
REINSTATES YERKES 


Admission of New Evidence Re- 
sults in Previous Judgment 
Being Set Aside 


New York, Aug. 15. — Harry Yerkes, 
orchestra booker and director, has been 
restored to membership in the A:merican 
iederation of Musicians. It is claimed 
that this is the first time a member of 
the New York musicians’ local has ever 
been returned to membership after ex- 
pulsion. 

Yerkes was originally ousted hecause 
of‘alleged failure to pay salaries due to 
an organization called the Master Play- 
ers of Chicago, which Yerkes organized. 
neg ay attempts by Yerkes to get back 
into the good graces of the union execu- 
tives failed until this week, when he re- 
ceived the following letter: 

“This is to officially advise you that 
the national executive board has _ set 
aside its previous judgment and dis- 
missed the claim of Member Albert 
Weber of Local 16, Newark, N. J., in 
the matter of his claim against you for 
$121. (Signed) 

. WILLIAM J. KERNGOOD, 

Secretary A. F. of M.” 

Weber listed among other things in 
his bill of particulars that the band 
earned only $199 for him while his signed 
agreement called for $320. This made a 
deficit of $121. i 

On October 9 last, Forked was notified 
by officials of the union that a claim had 
been lodged against him and an explana- 
tion was demanded. Yerkes replied 
briefly, denying, but offering no evidence. 

On December 3 a crisp missive was 
sent to him saying that the union had 
found him guilty of Weber’s charges and 
allowed 10 days in which to pay the $121 
claim. 

Yerkes wrote to the union, asking per- 
mission to submit testimony. The request 
was not granted, so Yerkes consulted his 
attorney, Geofge Mattuck. The lawyer 
laid the facts before Joe Weber, presi- 
dent of the A. F. of M., who allowed the 
admission of new evidence 


New Brunswick Contract. 
For Ray Miller 


New York, Aug. 15.—A contract caling 
for $20,000 annually for a _ three-year 
period was signed by Ray Miller with 
the Brunswick-Balke-Collender Company. 
The contract is one of the biggest ever 
executed by the Brunswick organization 
and is a tribute to the Miller orchestra’s 
drawing power as a recording band. 

On December 1 the Ray Miller Orches- 
tra sails for Europe to begin, a week 
later, a three-month engagement at the 
Kit Kat Ciub and the London Hippo- 
drome. This is the longest period for 
which ant Amerjyan orchestra has thus 
far been booked in the British capital. 

Until! he goes abroad Miller will take 
his orchestra on a tour of the big motion 
picture theaters in the Middle West.

According to an affidavit attached to 
the appraisal, the music publishing busi- 
nesS was sold to the Richmond Music 
Supply Corporation, of 119 Fifth avenue, 
Manhattan, for $25,000. The terms were 
$10,000 now and $7,500 January 10, 1926, 
and’$7,500 January 10, 1927.

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WALTER HAMPDEN LEASES 
COLONIAL THEATER, N. Y. 


Will Rename It Hampden’s Theater and Use It for Repertory, 
Opening in October With ‘‘Hamlet’’---Stage To Be 
Reconstructed 


EW YORK, August 15.—Walter Hampden announces that September 1 he will 
take ovar under lease the Colonial Theater, at Broadway and 62d street, and 
will rename it Hampden’s Theater and use it as a home for his personal pro- 

ductions, the first of which will be an entirely new presentation of Hamlet, open- 


ing early in October. 

Hampden expects to make several pro- 
ductions of old and new plays at his 
newly acquired playhouse this season, 
but is not yet ready to say what will 
follow Hamlet. He has been continually 
in search of new material and believes 
he has found some that will be of great 
interest to the public. Hampden has not 
played Hamlet here since his first suc- 
cessful performance of the role several 
seasons ago, but it has been one of the 
most popular of his Shakespearean 
portrayals in his annual tours. A com- 
pletely new production is now being 
built for Hamlet and some interesting 
restorations will be made to the acting 
text. 

During the month of September, while 
Hampden and his company are in re- 
hearsal, several changes will be made in 
the stage of the theater to enable the 
actor-manager to carry out certain ideas 
which he has long wanted te develop. The 


stage of this playhouse has greater depth. 


than that of any other theater in the city 
of similar seating capacity and this af- 
fords the opportunities which Hampden 
has been seeking. The orchestra pit will 
be bridged over and steps will lead from 
the stage to the parquet floor. This, 
however, does not mean that Hampden 
intends to use’ front entrances for the 
actors, after the fashion of Reinhardt. 
He believes that players have no business 
in the auditorium and that they should 
confine their activities strictly to the 
stage. So the purpose of the new ar- 
rangement is purely to create a feelin 
of intimacy between spectators an 
actors, which is impossible with the or- 
chestra barrier between them. The feel- 
ing will be heightened by the absence of 
footlights, all of Hampden’s lighting ef- 
fects being obtained from above, from the 
sides and from the balconies. 

The musicians in Hampden’s Theater 
will be placed under the boxes to the 
left of the parquet chairs, this being pos- 
sible because “here are no boxes on the 
ground floor. The absence of an or- 
chestra pit also will make pogsible greater 
seating capacity because a full row of 
chairs can be added. Likewise it will 
give greater depth to the stage, a very 
important consideration in the produc- 
tion of the plays in which Hampden plans 
te appear. At present the stage is 42 
feet deep, and the reconstruction will 
add at least three feet more.

U. §. Visitors—A Warning 
ONDON, July 31.—American artists 
visiting these shores are advised to 
note the regulations under the Aliens 
Order covering immigrants to Great 
Britain who propose to take up work 
here. 

Many American artists have come to 
England for a holiday and subsequently 
to their arrival here have obtained con- 
tracts to appear on the English stage. 
The result of this has been that the 
orders of the Ministry of Labor have been 
more or less flouted. In many cases, of 
course, the evasions have been uncon- 
scious. But the matter has grown to 
such proportions that the governmental 
authorities have had to take serious 
stock of the situation and have now got 
in touch with the Actors’ Association 
in order to put a stop to this immigra- 
tion for purposes of employment. 

Alfred Lugg, general secretary of the 
A. A., has communicated with Equity in 
order that the position may be reg- 
ularized insofar as the two unions are 
concerned.” But I strongly advise any in- 
tending visitors to these shores who may 
be willing to accept engagements in this 
country, should such come their way, to 
aseertain all conditions covering their 
proposed voyage and, moreover, to «et 
in touch with the Actors’ Association im- 
mediately upon landing here. 

According to Lugg’s statement, man- 
agers are largely to blame, for they, of 
course, know of the regulations and age 
defeating the government clause by leav- 
ing till the last minute applications to 
the Ministry for permission for Ameri- 
can artists who came purely on a visit 
to undertake stage employment. Thus 
the managers imagine the A. A. would 
be loath to take any steps for fear of 
throwing out of employment’ English 
artists. But now that the Ministry has 
moved in the matter the A. A. has no 
option and it has given notice that 
from this time on any adverse action 
which may have to be taken will be the 
responsibility of the managers and the 
artists concerned. Lugg therefore points 
out that American artists who desire to 
come here for work must obtain the per- 
mit of the Ministry of Labor in the first 
instance. If, however, bona fide visitors 
secure an offer of engagement while in 
this country, they will find by applica- 
tion to the A. A. that every effort will 
be made to facilitate their emplagment 
and to assist in obtaining the setion 
of the Ministry. 


Gwen Farrar and the Police 

Gwen Farrar’s recent experiences with 
the London police have led to a good deal 
of publicity for this popular actress. A 
few days ago she and another actress, 
Audrey Carten, were arrested for ob- 
structing the police in the West End of 
London. Miss Farrar had left her car 
unattended in the street and had re- 
fused, apparénily, to move it when re- 
quested to do so. When the police 
expostulated she ig alleged to have ob- 
structed them and even assaulted them, 
with the result that they arrested her. 


At the subsequent proceedings Miss 
Farrar had the inestimable advantage 


of having Sir Henry Curtis Bennet, one 
of the most brilliant K. C.’s of the Eng- 
lish Bar, to defend her, and the case was 
eventually dismissed.

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A DRAMATIC INDEX FOR 1923 


THE DRAMA YEAR BOOK, 1924, 
Edited by Joseph Lawren. Pub- 
lished by Joseph Lawren, New 
York. 

The Drama Year Book, the first issue 
of which, dated 1924 and covering the 
year 1925, has just made its bow, is de- 
signed along the same lines as The Bill- 
board Index of New York Theatricals, 
published each fall, except that Joseph 
Lawren’s compilation covers only the 
field of the straight drama and excludes 
musical comedy, burlesque, opera, con- 
cert and recital. 

Being opposed to what he calls “the 
absurd habit of writing about the drama 
year as beginning on a certain vague 
insufferably hot evening in July, -and 
closing on some elusive night in May or 
June”, Lawren has started his_theatrical 
season on the first day of January and 
ended it on the last day of December. 
This innovation is not likely to meet 
with approval. In fact, much of the pos- 
sible value of Lawren’s publication is 
lost by this splitting of the established 
and recognized theatrical year. 

The “migratory opening date of the 
drama year” is not, as Lawren claims, 
“a thing left to the personal fancies of 
the writer.”” Nor is it without rhyme in 


view of the fact that the production of . 


plays in New. York has become an al- 
most uninterrupted procession unaffected 
by the heat of July or by the cold of 
January. <As a matter of actual fact 
the procession most certainly is affected 
in the hot months, and Lawren’s own 
book proves this by showing that only 
four dramatic pieces were put on in 
June, 1923, and only one in July of the 
same year, whereas the lowest number 
for any other month is 10. But then this 
point is too self-evident to need dis- 
cussion, 

So Lawren is going to find many who 
will disagree with him on his departure 
from precedent, custom and logic in the 
dividing line between theatrical seasons 
and if he intends to make his publication 
an annual affair it will be advisable for 
hm to present the data in the form in 
which it will prove most useful. The 
Biilboard’s theatrical records run from 
the first of August to the end of the 
next July. This is as near the seasonal 
dividing line as anyone can expect, and 
jit works out satisfactorily because shows 
that open in June or July of, say, the 
year 1925, and closing before August 1 
of that year are included in the 1924-’25 
Index while shows opening inethese sum- 
mer months and continuing their run be- 
yond the first of August are included 
in both the 1924-’25 and the 1925-’26 
Index. 

Aside from this controversial point, 
Lawren’s book contains a good: deal of 
informative data, ipcluding the casts 
am other details of the dramas pro- 
duced in 1923, actors and their parts 
(even “George Spelvin”, with a repertory 
of five parts, is scheduled under this 
heading), producers and the plays they 
produced, authafs and their produced 
works, play agénts, Little Theater or- 
ganizations, directors, scenic artists, 
dramatic critics, published books and 
plays and other bibliography on the 
drama.

Hollywood Bowl Concerts 
Still Draw Huge Crowds 


Walter Henry Rothwell, for six years 
director of the Los Angeles Philharmonic 
Orchestra, made his debut at Hollywood 
Bow! during the week of August 11, when 
he conducted four programs. The au- 
diences continue to throng the vast open- 
air theater every night for the concerts 
and this summer’s series will mark a 
high record in point of attendance. On 
August 13 Samuel Gardner, violinist- 
composer, appeared in the role of soloist 
and conductor, as he directed the Bowl 
Orchestra in his own new composition, 
New Russia, as well as his well-known 
Cane Brake. Howard Hanson, another 
American who has achieved success, con- 
ducted his composition Nordic Symphony 
(which has not as yet been presented in 
New York) August 14, and on that same 
evening Mr. Rothwell presented John 
Alden Carpenter’s Adventures’ in a 
Perambulator, and thus American com- 
porers and conductors are being given 
a hearing before the music lovers of Los 
Angeles. Rudolph Ganz, conductor of 
the St. Louis Symphony Orchestra, will 
conduct the seventh week of Hollywood 
Bowl concerts. 


New Manager for Carnegie Hall 


Carnegie Hall, one of New York's 
busiest concert auditoriums, will be 
managed by John Brown, who has just 
been appointed manager of the hall, the 


_studios and the adjoining properties,-act- 


cording to an announcement made by 
Robert E. Simon, president of the Realty 
Company, which recently took over the 
title to Carnegie Hall. Mr. Brown has 
long been associated with the musical in- 
terests of New York, and has had wide 
experience, which includes eight years as 
business comptroller of New York's 
Metropolitan Opera Company, the general 
management of the famous Diaghilev 
Ballet Russe, also for several years he 
managed the New York visits of the Chi- 
cago Opera Company, and for a long 
period directed the concert activities of 
such noted artists as Rosa Ponselle, Alice 
Nielsen, John Powell, and many others. 
He was also associate director for several 
years of the recording laboratories of the 
Columbia Phonograph Company, in which 
capacity he made the recording arrange- 
ments of such eminent artists and organi- 
zations as Pablo Casals, Florence Mac- 
beth, Charles Hackett, Mischa Levitzki, 
Walter Damrosch, and the New York 
Symphony Orchestra. Mr. Brown will 
maintain the same general policy in the 
conduct of Carnegie Hall as has been 
followed in the past. 


Ernest Davis Is Busy With . 
Western Concert Tour 


Ernest Davis, American tenor, is 
busily engaged filling concert bookings 
in the West and will alto appear in opera 
in California. Mr. Davis motored from 
New York with his wife to Salt Lake 
City, where he gave a recital, and also 
appeared at the State Normal College of 
Missouri, the University of Wyoming, the 
University of Colorado and sang the 
seven solo numbers in The Wayfarer 
during its presentation at Seattle» every 
night during the week of July 2 to 
August 1. He writes that he will open 
his winter season with the San Diego, 
Calif., Municipal Opera Company October 
8 to 20, then will return to New York 
for five appearances with Walter Dam- 
rosch and the New York Symphony Or- 
chestras He will also sing with the 
Philadelphia Municipal Opera Company 
and in January and February he will 
again go west for a tour of the Pacific 
Coast. 


Birmingham Promised 
Brilliant Concert Course 


A series of brilliant concerts is 
promised music lovers of Birmingham, 
Ala., by the. Music Study Club of that 
city and several artists will appear who 
have not been heard heretofore. The 
series will open with a concert by the 
tussian Symphonic Choir October 16 and 
Dusolina Giannini, soprano, will give the 
second concert. December 7. Mischa 
Levitzki, world-famous pianist, is an- 
nounced for a January concert, and the 
February event will be given by the 
Minneapolis Symphony concert, directed 
by Henri Verbrugghen, with the series 
brought to a close with a concert by Tito 
Schipa, tenor, of the Chicago Grand 
Opera Company, in March. 


Giuseppe Papi, chorus master and 
brother of Gennaro Papi, of the Metro- 
politan and Ravinia Opera companies, has 
been appointed for the purpose of forming 
and training a permanent operatic chorus 
in San Francisco. This will have its first 
appearance in the opera season the end of 
the month.

Fortune Gallo will 
next present the San Carlo Company in @ 
short season of opera in Springfield, Mass., 
for which the dates are September 10-12. 
The operas Aida, Lucia Di Lammermoor, 
Carmen, and the double bill, Cavalleria 
Rusticana and Pagliacci, will be given 
under direction of Carlo Peroni in the 
Court Square Theater. The week of 
September 14 will find the Ban Carlo 
forces at the Boston Opera House, where 
a week of opera will be given, ané it is 
planned to have the initial American 
hearings of Mr. Gallo’s new artists, 
Franco Tafuro, tenor; Emilio Gherardini 
and Gioacchimo Villa, baritones, take 
place during this engagement. The New 
York season of four weeks opens Septem- 
ber 21 at the Century Theater; and, as 
stated before in these columns, Mr. Gallo 
will take his company on a Coast to Coast 
tour after playing the Philadelphia en- 
gagement, which follows immediately at 
the close of the New York date.

BIG DOINGS IN BURLESQUE 


Dave Marion and Jimmie Cooper Combine To Promote an Inde- 
pendent Circuit That Will Absorb Many Franchise-Holding 
Producing Managers and Principals of Columbia Circuit 


New York, August 16.—According to 
an official statement issued by the 
Columbia Amusement Company prior to 
the opening of their 1923 season, it was 
to be the last season that franchise-hold- 
ing producing managers of shows on the 
Columbia Circuit would operate on ex- 
isting franchises, and beginning with the 
fall season of 1924 there would be a 
reissue of franchises for a.period of 
five years. . 

Included in the official list ‘ef show_ 
owners for the fall season of 1923 and 
spring season of 1924 were Rud K. 
Hynicka, treasurer of the Columbia 
Amusement Company, and Jimmie Cooper, 
a featured principal of burlesque shows, 
thereby making it evident to everyone in 
burlesque that Messrs. Hynicka and 
Cooper were sharing partners in the pro- 
duction and presentation listed as Jimmie 
Cooper's Beauty Revue, 

When nog ose issue of franchises were 
given out for the five-year term be- 
inning with the fall season of 1924 the 
name of Cooper alone appeared as the 
franchise-holding, operating, producing 


“manager of Jimmie Cooper’s Revue, there- 


by making it evident that Hynicka had 
disposed of his interest in the show to 
Cooper. 

What Cooper did with his combination 
white and colored show for the season of 
1924-°25 is now burlesque history that 
concedes Cooper to be one of the most 
progressive and guccessful franchise- 
holding, operating, producing managers 
and featured principals of Columbia Cir- 
cuit showmen of the younger generation, 
for Cooper’s receipts over the circuit were 
the envy of every other producing man- 
ager and his methods of management in 
operating a combination white and 
colored company, in having them work in 
separate and distinct scenes, was com- 
mended by one and all alike, especially 
those opposed to the appearance of white 
and colored performers. 

While Cooper femained the _ biggest 
money getter on the, circuit he was 
heralded by the Columbia Amusement 
Company and its news bureau ag its most 
progressive and successful showman. 


S. O. S. for Colored Acts 


When some of the shows on the Colum- 
bia Circuit failed to draw patronage the 
Columbia Amusement Company, thru Jess 
Burns, called upon representatives of this 
publication to locate desirable colored 
acts to strengthen their weak shows, and 
in compliance with the S. O. S. of the 
Columbia Amusement Company, our rep- 
resentatives co-operated along those lines, 
with the result that there was an influx 
of colored acts into Columbia Circuit 
shows that finally led up to several of 
the producing managers on the circuit 
placing a sufficient number of colored 
performers in their companies that they 
eventually became competitors orf 
Cooper’s company. 


Cooper Deserts Columbia 


What effect this had on Cooper is 
problematic, suffice it to say that at 
the end of the season Cooper of his own 
free will and accord (it is alleged) turned 
back, to the Columbia Amusement Com- 
pany the franchise that the company had 
issued to him for a five-year period. 

Cooper’s desertion of Columbia Burles- 
que laid the foundation for rumors and 
counter rumors, but thru it all Cooper, 
with his ever-present enigmatical smile, 
remained noncommittal. While a rumor 
in burlesque conveyed the information 
that Cooper was leaving Columbia Bur- 
lesque to head a big production en tour 
another rumor conveyed the information 
that he would head a big vaudeville act. 
That there was some foundation in fact 
for both rumors was evidenced by Cooper 
cutting short the extra time allotted to 
him in Boston and playing several pro- 
ductions and vaudeville houses in New 
England. 

What effect Cooper’s desertion had on 
the executives of the Columbia Amuve- 
ment Company and other franchise-hold- 
ing and franchise-operating producing 
managers and principals is problematic. 

To give details relative to the recent 
annual election of officers of the Colum- 
bia Amusement Company, the change in 
its presidency, the retirement of former 
franchise-holding producing managers of 
shows and the infiux of producing man- 


“agers now operating on franchises owned 


er controlled by officials of the Columbia 
Amusement Company and its stockhold- 
ers would be superfluous, for full details 
had been given relative to the respective 


transfer of operating rights at the time 
of the occurrence. 


Marion Deserts Columbia 


Cooper’s desertion caused considerable 
comment, but nothing in comparison with 
the comment caused a little later by 
rumors that Dave Marion, one of the 
oldest and most loyal of all Columbia 
Circuit producing managers, had decided 
to leave Columbia Burlesque. 

The rumor was unbelievable, especially 
to those familiar with the inner workings 
of the Columbia Amusement Company. 
and it wasn’t until Marion sold his show 
equipment of last season and Nat 
“Baron” Golden, his advance agent for 
15 years, acepted the position as agent 
in advance of Cain & Davenport's Harry 
Steppe O. KR» Show on the Columbia Cir- 
cuit that evidence of Marion’s intention to 
desert Columbia Burlesque became ap- 
parent, 

Cooper and Marion, having been seen 
together frequently of late in offices re- 
cently established by Cooper in the Pub- 
licity Building, led to more rumors that 
they were about to become associated in 
a theatrical enterprise. 


Cooper and Marion Combine 


Cooper and Marion were noncommittal 
until Wednesday afternoon when they 
invited several interested persons, in- 
cluding the writer, into Cooper’s office 
for a conference, during which Marion 
acted as spokesman in a recital that re- 
vealed many of the inner workings of 
those responsible for the production and 
presentation of burlesque on the Pxo- 
gressive, Empire and Columbia circuits, 
past.and present. 

Marion’s discourse was enlightening to 
those present unfamiliar with the old- 
time burlesque, for he has listed all the 
good and bad methods employed by 
executives of all three circuits, likewise 
the present holdings of those most,vitally 
*interested in the continuance of burlesque. 

On our pledge of secrecy as to the 
plans of Messrs. Cooper and Marion, that 
present publication would tend sto jeop- 
ardize, Mr. Marion confided to us that a 
well-known theatpical promoter, formerly 
allied with burlesque, but far several 
seasons past a progressive pfomoter and 
successful producer of other forms of 
theatricals, looks upon the present time 
as being oppertune for the promotion of 
an organization for the production and 
presentation of burlesque in 14 theaters 
east of Chicago, in which the former 
burlesquer and his present associates hold 
a controlling or booking arrangement in- 
terest. 

The eoterie of theatrieal promoters 
back of Cooper and Marion claim that 
their position will enable them to change 
the policy of the theaters they have 
listed, and with these theaters available 
for burlesque that they will have little 
or no dificulty in securing others suf- 
ficient to form a circuit that will prove 
attractive to many former franchise-hold- 
ing and franchise-operating producing 
managers on the Columbia Circuit, who 
for various reasons have been dropped 
by the Columbia Amusement Company 
or for reasons of their own have given 
back or transferred their franchise rights 
to others. 

How far reaching the inducement will 
be to former producers, several of them 
now seeking tp rehabiliate themselves 
in burlesque, and in a financial position 
to do so, and what effect it will have on 
present producers on the Columbia and 
Mutual circuits is problematic and time 
alone will tell. Suffice it to'say that 
Cooper and Marion have given us ample 
evidence of their sincerity. 

According to their propaganda given 
out for publication it will be a strictly 
sharing-term proposition in favor of pro- 
ducers. There are to be no controlling 
stockholders or voting trust. No pro- 
ducers association, outside of the general 
association, in which every producer will 
be an equal stockholder; no news bureau, 
for every house on the circuit will em- 
ploy a reputable press representative and 
an I. A. B. P. and B,. advertising agent. 

Each company will be managed by the 
producer in person, if possible, or by an 
experienced reliable company manager, if 
for anv reason the producer cannot ar 
company his own show, and it will br 
imperative on each and every producing 
manager on the circuit to efmploy an 
A. B. P. and B. agent, capable of order- 
ing hia own printing and billing the at-

Predominated by Colored Per. 
formers This Season 


New York, Aug. 15.—What*’ the coming 
season will mean to Columbia Circuit 
burlesque is problematic. There have 
been so many desertions of franchise- 
holding producing managers and their 
former favorite performers that many of 
the producers now operating on Columbia 
Circuit find it necessary to comb other 
fields of theatricals for principals and 
choristers, which has extended to the 
colored field of theatricals, for it is now 
conceded by the recognized mouthpiece 
of Columbia Amusement Company that 
there are two all-colored companies, two 
combination colored and white com- 
panies; i. e., half and half, and 75 per 
cent of the so-called white companies 
carrying colored acts. 

The success of Jimmie Cooper with a 
half-and-half show on the Columbia Cir- 
cuit for several seasons set a precedent 
that many other producers on the Colum- 
bia Circuit are now following. 

From what can be learned from those 
now rehearsing Jack Reid will have a 
half-and-half Black._and White Revue and 
operate it along the\same lines as Cooper 
operated his show, by having the white 
company work separate and distinct from 
the colored company, whereas Ed E. 
Daley's Rarin’ To Go will be a combina- 
tion of black and white, and the other 
shows an interpolation of colored acts. 

Cooper's exit from the Columbia has 
mystified many burlesquers unfamiliar 
with the inner workings of burlesque, but 
to those familiar with the methods of the 
“Powers That Be” wjthin the Columbia 
Amusement Company ‘it came as no sur- 
prise, for prior to Cooper's resignation as 
a franchise-holding producing manager 
and principal of Columbia Circuit Shows 
it became known to this publication that 
Cooper and many other dissatisfied opera- 
tors on the Columbia Circuit. had ,been 
approached by the confidential agent of 
a coterie of theatrical magnates to fore- 
sake Columbia Circuit for another un- 
heralded but prospective circuit that ulti- 
mately will in all probability absorb all 
of the former dissatisfied producers and 
principals of Columbia Circuit shows.

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The Situation in Tents and Reps. 


HE Actors’ Equity Association, in its 
T effort to protect the interests of its 

members in the tent and repertoire 
field from the encroachments of motion 
picture interests and other forms of op- 
position, has gone out of its way to assist 
managers of those concerns. It has 
fought unfair and discriminatory I gisla- 
tion in Texas, California and Florida. It 
has contributed funds, the time and 
energies of its representatives and the 
very considerable weight of its influence 
with organized labor to lighten the bur- 
den of the tent-show managers in their 
struggle for existence. Equity has gone 
decidedly more than half way in meeting 
the tent managers and helping them. 

But it is unquestionably time for those 
manages to realize that Equity is not 
going to fight its battle alone and un- 
aided. To wage a campaign of the pro- 
portions required by this issue an efficient 
organization and a well-filled treasury 
are necessary. 

To date the tent and repertoire man- 
agers have contributed neither of these 
essential factors. A scattered few in- 
dividuals have signified their willingness 
to assist Equity to save them, but that 
number has been so small and so little 
representative of that division of the 
theater that unless there is a quick and 
decided increase in these responses Equity 
will be forced to withdraw from the 
campaign. 

If the tent and repertoire company 
managers are not prepared to organize 
and to contribute proportionally to, the 
campaign Equity is planning let em 
contempiate the prospect of fighting or- 
ganized motion picture producers and 
exhibitors, hostile or avaricious_legisla- 
tures and local authorities as individuals 
and without Equity support. 


Entry Fees of British Actors Leveled 


From September 1 all English actors 
who come to play in the United States 
must pay the regular initiation fee re- 
quired of all new members. In the case 
of members of the Stage Guild it will 
amount to the fee paid by new American 
members, for the Stage Guild has no 
initiation fee at present. Members of the 
Actors’ Association who have already 
yaid initiation fees to their own associa- 
tion will not be required to pay the whole 
fee as a new member, but must make 
up the difference between the fee paid 
in England and the eharge to all new 
members made in America. 


The regular meeting of the council, 
held August 4, adopted the following 
resolution to govern such cases: 

“It was moved and seconded that mem- 
bers of the Actors’ Association of Eng- 
land coming to America to play must pay 
an initiation fee to the Actors’ Equity 
Association equivalent to the difference 
between the initiation fee they have paid 
to the Actors’ Association and the $25 
initiation fee required by the _ Actors’ 
Equity Association. This is to take effect 
with anyone landing after September 1, 
the opening of the next season. Carried 
unanimously.” 

Hitherto members of the Actors’ Asso- 
ciation, with which Equity Its affiliated, 
have been exempted from the payment of 
any initiation fees at all. But this ex- 
emption has actually put the English 
actor who is a member of the Actors’ 
Association in an easier position finan- 
cially than the American member for 
whom Equity wag organized. 

The new ruling does not impose any 
higher terms on a member of the Actors’ 
Association who comes to play in America 
than have to be met by any other actor 
seeking to enjoy the benefits secured by 
Equity. It puts him on exactly the same 
footing as all new members. . 


Two More Tent Shows 100% Equity 


The Actors’ Equity Assodation has 
welcomed into its organization the mem- 
bers of two such representative com- 
panies as Harry O. Brownss and _ the 
Crags Players. Both of these, according 
to the report of one of Equity’s traveling 
representatives, have recently become 
100 per cent Equity. By these additions 
Equity is further strengthened and we 
are glad to welcome both managers and 
players into the organization. 

Minnesota Warms to Tent Shows 


Carlton Miles, dramatic editor of The 
Minnesota Journal, has done a great deal 
io prove his interest and friendship, for 
the theater and to stimulate public regard 
for it in his section of the country. 

Recently, on the invitation of Harry 
L. Dixson, a retired showman, who lives 
in Northfield, Minn., Mr. Miles went to 
Northfield to review the Aulger Brothers’ 
Repertoire Company production of So 
This Is London, a review seldom given 
by a metropolitan journalist. 

“Repertoire companies of this standard 
do a service, it seems to us,” wrote Mr. 
Miles, “in serving smaller communities 
that otherwise would be without spoken 
drama. Broadway and the larger cities 
probably never heard of this branch of 
the theatrical profession; it might do 
managers good to see some of these per- 
formances and watch players, whose 
naines are unknown to the larger circles 
of the theater, give capable and sustained 
characterizations.” 
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Services of the kind performed by 
Messrs. Miles and Dixson in acquainting 
a large circle of readers of these less 
well-known manifestations of the theater 
are also of great value and are to be 
commended: highly: to all friends of the 
theater. 


Mr. Janney Advertises for Backing 


Russell Janney, in his attempt to secure 
sufficient capital to post the guarantee 
required by the Actors’ Equity Associa- 
tion of most producers for the protection 
of members of the cast, has taken to the 
newspapers with an advertisement offer- 
ing for sale a quarter or half interest 
in his proposed production of a musical 
version of Justin McCarthy's If I Were 
King. 

Before taking this plunge Mr. Janney 
attempted to convince Equity that he 
ought not be made to post a bond cover- 
ing salaries and transvortation of the 
company, pointing to his record with 
Marjolaine and his more recent tour of 
Sancho Panza with Ovis Skinner. 


But as it was pointed out to him by 
Paul Dullzell, assistant executive secre- 
tary: ‘No-one knows better than Equity 
the uncertainty of backers. Now here is 
a new production which we understand 
will cost from $75,000 to $100,000. It 
seems to us that the interest of the actors 
should be protected and that if $75,000 
or more is to be spent a certain portion 
of it should be set aside to guarantee the 
Salaries of those who give their services. 


“When we tell our people that we can- 
not endorse the engagement it means 
that we have been unable to establish 
satisfactory financial liability on the part 
of the management or obtain adequate 
guarantees of security. 

“It is true that Mr. Janney has oner- 
ated for two years, having managed 
Otis Skinner in a tour across the country, 
but in Otis Skinner he was fortunate in 
having a recognized star with a box-office 
draw, which enabled his manager to meet 
his contractual obligations. 


“It is true that the show is booked into 
the Casino, but that will @o no good 
unless the public comes to see it. And if 
there is a kick-out clause in the house 
contract (effective if the receipts fall be- 
low a certain figure), wlio can tell when 
the attraction may find itself on the 
bricks?”

The Chorus Equity has 
an engagement department that charges 
no commission. We get calls for every 
production that is being made, but we do 
not have correct addresses. The depari- 
ment is here for no other reason than 
to help you. But we can’t help you if 
we can’t find you. When you move be 
sure and teil us about it. Many of the 
calls are sent to us late at nicht—or on 
the morning of the eal). There is no 
time to send for people. If you are out 
of work call at the office every day. One 
oy gave as her reason for not changing 
er address here: “I went to your en- 
gagement department twice and you had 
nothing but road shows; I want’ to stay 
in New York.” She was probably tellinz 
the truth—on those two days neither the 
Chorus Equity nor any other agency had 
anything but road shows for the simple 
reason that there were no New York 
shows being done. When there is a 
New York show we have the call. 


The Chorus contract is pink. The prin- 
cipal’s contract is white and across the 
top is written “Not To Be Issued to the 
Chorus.” The principal’s contract calls 
for five weeks’ rehearsal instead of four 
as does the chorus—it does not provide 
for sleepers and the provision regarding 
costumes is not as good as the chorus

The story of Jt All Depends—a meane- 
ingless title, by the way—might make a 
very interesting piece of contemporary 
fiction, especially for one of the uiltra- 
modern. “confession” magazines, but as 


serious stage entertainment it will never 
hold an audience intact for two and a 
half hours. Flapperjgm is so superficial 
and so _ fundamk neater insincere that 
about the only way the subject can be 
successfully handled in the theatr is 
from a strictly comic angle, and, while 
Kate McLaurin calls her work a comedy, 
it violates the principal dramatic unity by 
jumping from light comedy to tragic 
Gomestic drama. and back to artifictal 
comedy in such & manner that it is hard 
to take the emotional acrobatics seriously. 
Briefly summed up, It All Depends is a 
wordy affair—a “study”, n6 doubt—with 
a mild and long-drawn-out prolog, an 
equally mild and uneventful first act, an 
unsympathetic tragic denouement and a 
last act that is strained and arWtrary. 
And there are less than half a dozen good 
laughs in the whole show. Incidentally 
the relation of several of the characters 
to each other is poorly defined an@ the 
place where the action happens is vaguely 
set forth. 

A good deal of fine effort has been put 
into the production but it has availed 
little. The acting, as befits the changing 
‘mood of the play, is of a mixed sort. 
Katherine Alexander, who plays the part 
of a young flapper in love with the much 
older husband of another woman, is fast 
becoming a type. The mystery that has 
surrounded the ability of this actress for 
two or three seasons is now cleared up. 
Reing physically gifted in that respect, 
she can fill in the conventional ‘outline of 
a flapper’s role very neatly. She reads 
and dresses the part well as set forth by 
the author. But there her ability seems 
to end. Her enthusiasm is not magnetic, 
very Often she mistakes ranting and 
jumping around for acting, and she must 
depend on what she says and does—in- 
stead of how she says and does it—to 
hoid the interest of the audience. That 
isn’t always an easy thing to do, espe- 
cially when an author’s lines require the 
most sincere interpretation and evidence 
of natural feeling and movement in order 
to mean anything at all. Something can 
be allowed for the fact that Miss Alex- 
ander has not been any too fortunate in 
the kind of roles that have fallen to her 
—not to mention the plays themselves— 
but it would be advisable far her to 
break away from flapper parts and try 
something more substantially human and 
feminine, 

Another promising young actress who 
is failing into the type’ rut is the fas- 
cinating Lee Patrick. Miss Patrick has 
the part of a gold digger in this play. 
There is an occasional intimation. that 
she, too, belongs to the flapper class, but 
her style is strictly that of the irresistible 
baby vamp, and it is in this line that 
Miss Patrick is developing mannerisms of 


speech, posture and movement Her sece 
ond-act entrance and much of her posit gis 
almost identical to her characterization 
of the dumb beauty prize winner in The 


Backslapper, and the Imaritv extends 
to her work in Bachelor’s Brides When 
Miss Patrick makes her first entrance in 
the bedroom prolog, having just said rood- 
night to her boy friend, she is induicine 
in a cavernous yawn, This piece of 
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business may be questioned on th: 
ground that a girl who is as fond of 
playing with men as this one is supposed 
to be could hardly have been bored to 
such drowsiness by a man who—with he: 
permission—took half an hour to 


say 
goodnight. Miss Patrick’s transition 
from yawning sleepiness to keen and 
lively wideawakeness also are wncon- 


vincingly executed, and her farcical ex- 
pressions of “My dear!” interpolated at 
climactic intervals in the telling of what 
s, or should be, a purely straight story 
are entirely out of cenord. . 
Norman Trevor and Jane Grey are far 
from natural as a married pair. Their 
attitude towards each other is too forma), 
too calculated and too trained for a man 
and wife, while the attitude they assum. 
towards their flapper daughter is ually 
puzzling. The idea of a girl addfessing 
her father and mother by their first 
names and regarding them just as she 
regards other people may be taken as 
the flapper’s peculiar way at home, but 
the parents themselves should evidence 
a more paternal feeling toward their 
child. Trevor's role is a colorless one, 
and so tis that of Miss Grey. In the final 
act both players have difficulty making 
their strained ard artificial lines sound 
real and the blame is not entirely due to 
the author’s lack of ingenuity in bringing 
about the various inevitable explanations. 

Charles Trowbridge and Felix Krembs 
are pocrly cast and practically wasted in 
this piece, Roland Rushton as a butler, 
provides few unctuous moments, and 
Roberta ellinger plays.one of those 
familiar stage servants who order their 
employers instead of taking orders from 
them. Grace Andrews has only one brief 
but hectic bit as the wronged wife, and 
when she enters she walks clear over to 
within an inch of Miss Grey, who is at 
center stage, and waits several seconds 
before blurting out: “Hello, Nancy; you 
look tired.” A couple of neighbors who 
haven’t seen each other tn quite a while 
would be more apt to yell a greeting at 
each other the minute their eyes meet— 
even if hostilities do exist between them. 
Later in this same act Miss Grey says to 
Miss Alexander, “I'll go in and tell 
your father,” whereupon she exits to the 
right despite the fact that “father” only 
a few minutes before went into his room 
on the left. 

The setting for the three acts is a 
handsome piece of work and makes a fine 
appearance, but _the painted backcloth 
visible thru the doorways mars the gen- 
eral effect. The painted scenery on this 
cloth is teo obviously unreal and by con- 
trast it hurts the more genuine reality of 
the plastic garden effects, of which there 
is already more than plenty. So a plain 
backcloth would look better,

OUR speakers are compared in the 
F transcriptions at the center of the 

page. In The Billboard of July 25 a 
comparison was made between thé cul- 
tured speech of the stage and “educated 
speech” west of the Hudson, as descri 
by J. S. Kenyon in his book on American 
pronunciation. The transcriptions in to- 
day's article are intended to show 
that, altho the pronunciation recorded by 
Mr. Kenyon may be heard west of the 
Hudson, all persons in that territory do 
not necessarily speak this dialect or 
choose to speak it. 

Mr. Wakerlin, No. 1, at the center of 
the page, came to my attention during the 
first days of my residence at the Uni- 
cersity Club in Madison, Wis. He sat 
near me in the dining room. I thought 
he said something about music, and 
noticing the remarkably good quality of 
his speaking voice and his good speech I 
concluded that he was a singer or a 
teacher of singing. Upon closer acquaint- 
ance I found that he was a graduate 
student in the schoolof medicine, that he 
was not a singer, and that he had never 
taken a course in voice or speech. He 
spoke just as he had always spoken and 
he came from Chicago. His family has 
lived in that city for 24 years, coming 
originally from Kentucky. He is a 
graduate of the University of Chicago, and 
his speech represents not only the speech 
of his family but of the society that he 
is accustomed to. He is quite surprised 
that anyone should notice his speech, for 
it is something that he is quite uncon- 
scious of. 


_ What is interesting in Mr. Wakerlin 
is that he very seldom uses an “in- 
verted r-sound” and the inversion is 
It is scattered thru his 
speech only here and there. In a 
drawing room where he did not hear 
the inversion he would probably drop it 
unconsciously. He says (goblin) and 
not (gablin). In “demanded” (dr- 
ma:ndid) he uses a distinct (a) and a 
pretty fullone. In “demand” (d1’mend) 
the (x) has a well-opened resonance 
and is not at all “flat” or nasal sound- 
ing.

by failing to open “downward” suf- 
ficiently on the open vowels. The 
tongue does not always stay still enough 
to give the fullest purity to individual 
sounds. This is illustrated by (head) 
for (hed). The transcription of (head) 
does not do justice to Miss Perego’s 
pronunciation, for it exaggerates what 
is only a shading of sound with her. 
In (ho:sman), to take another word, 
there is not the full “quantity” of (9:) 
thatethere is in the other speakers. In 
(nav) there was also a “front” meas- 
ure on the (a) sound. Miss Perego is 
a welltrained speaker and has prac- 
tically outgrown the “typical” Mid- 
Western sounds, but sometimes there is 
a suggestion of them in a word here 
and there. 

In the pronunciation of these speakers 
-—three Mid-Westerners plus an Easterner 
—I do not discover any violent de- 
partures from what I choose to call 
Standard English on this page. And it 
should be remembered that Mr. Wakerlin 
has never taken a course in speech train- 
ing, and doesn't exactly know what this 
is all about. He did go so far, however, 
as to say that he is familiar with this 
“typical” dialect which has been referred 
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to, but he agsociates it with a class of 
society that does not necessarily repre- 
sent the top. 


In The Student Prince, playing at the 
Great Northern Theater, Chicago, Roy 
Cropper was not in the cast August 8. 
According to information obtained from 
the front of the house the part of Prince 
Kar! Franz was played by Halfred 
Young, who has been appearing as Detlef, 
and Detlet was sung by Orville Rennie 
Mr. Young made a favorable impression 
as an actor. In the opening scene be is 
rather a grownup-looking. boy of 20 in 
the dimensions of his figure, and in sug- 
gesting the formality of the boy’s train- 
ing he finds little to do to create the 
feeling of boyish agility and suqgreeton 
of feeling that made Howard Marsh a 
more engaging Prince Karl in this part 
of the play. But Mr. Young carries a 
princely bearing with considerable grace 
and there is a transparency in his fea- 
tures that is youthful in spirit. When 
the Prince was given his freedom in 
Heidelberg Mr. Young took on a lightness 
of step and nimbleness of body that 
imaginatively reduced the first impression 
of his stature by several pounds. 

Mr. Young has a tenor voice, fairly 
light in quality and pleasing in tone. In 
elasticity of voice and fullness of tone 
he does not entirely dominate the situa- 
tion in the more exacting parts of the 
score, but he has his voice under good 
control and by no means falls down. 

His speaking voice has a boyish tenor 
quality and a modulation of some warmth.

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' At his best Mr. Young is an actor as well 


as a_ singer, and there is a forceful 
sincerity in his work that is modestly 
eloquent when it is given full play. His 
readings at times were too carefully 
measured and overstressed word for 
word, as if he considered his voice too 
small for the theater or as if someone 
in the wings urged him to “speak up” 
from time to time, or to speak distinctly. 
The Prince's speech, “I will be a free 
man,” was too much chopped up into so 
many words of equal value, the speaking 
being too much just a mechanical fune- 
tion of sharpening the voice and molding 
sounds. Mr. Young can do better than 
this, as he does in many moments of 
the play, when he speaks in the rhythm 
of feeling and with the texture of voice 
that the feeling brings over him. In these 
bad places he seems to put sharpening 
of the voice first, words second and feel- 
ing last. In his best moments he trusts 
his feeling and produces the voice, stress, 
rhythm of words and vocal relaxation 
that gives the most freedom of tone and 
best emphasis of thought and situation. 
There is no reason why Mr. Young should 
distrust his voice in this bad way, for 
it does deliver, and there is enough sensi- 
tiveness in Mr. Young's nature to make 
his voice a good medium of expression. 


The diction of some of the actors 
needs a little “education” to be entirely 
worthy of The Student Prince. Mr. 
Rennie, as Detlef, frequently “inverts” 
the r-sound in song and speech. He 
says (staiz) for (sta:z), (haits) for 
(ha:ts), and (‘hardlbaig) for (hardl- 
ba:g), and Mr. Young was heard to say 
(aymz) for (a@:mz). All this is really 
the dialect of The Poor Nut, a comedy 
setting forth college life in Ohio State 
and Wisconsin. It is not the thing to 
be expected in The Student Prince, 
which, so far as America goes, is a land 
of pure romance. 


In the part of Dr. Engel Walter Mc- 
Nally may trill the “r’ in “hearts” in 
song, and that is all right. But an 
“inverted” “r’” made by curling the 
tongue back is not a trill and has no 
excuse in the dialog and less excuse in 
the singing of this opera. 


A bad spot in the singing of Mr. 
Young is his inability to sing a good 
(u:) sound. “To you” becomes (tou 
jou) instead of (tu: ju:). His “love” 
(lav) also is rather strongly shaded 
onto (lov). 


Mr. Young’s overcarefulness in word- 
by-word speech was well illustrated by 
his. careful ronunciation of the last 
syllable in “loneliness’—‘“I cannot go 
back to that gloom and loneliness.” Of 
all places where a man’s mind would be 
too much buried in his feelings to round 
out the last syllable of the last word, this 
is one of them. On “loneliness” the whole 
stress of the feeling would come on the 
first syllable, which is the real pulse of 
the word. To spread one’s full attention 
over the whole word is a matter of elocu- 
tionary precision which takes the wind 
out of the dramatic impulse. 

Olga Cook has certain gifts as an 
actress, altho in mind and feeling she is 
not subtle. She is good in some of the 
purple patches and does the final scene 
with considerable bigness of soul and 
sincerity. But in the play as a_ whole 
her real Kathie simply comes and goes. 
Miss Cook steps onto the stage as @ 
singer with so many songs to sing. As 
an actress she keeps up the ordinary 
action of the play by the smiles and 
physical animation that is part of the 
game. Her sympathy with the part is 
often superficial, which makes_her just 
the outer shell of Mavenga’s Kathie, in 
whose gentleness of heart was the only 
woman whom the Prince would ever love. 

Miss Cook’s pounding at the door after 
the departure of the Prince at the end of 
act two is an illustration of the whole 
thing. Miss Cook pounds the door with 
the energy of a property man whose only 
business is to make a noise. Her first 
beat was just as physically energetic as 
her last beat. In the texture of her 
body (as shown by the knocks) there 
was none of the feeling of anguish, 
hysteria and prostration which expressed 
the premonition that she had seen her 
idol ince for the last time. This lack 
of emotional mobility often shows in 
Miss Cook’s readings and in the some- 
what metallic quality of her physically 
reliable voice. 

Her lack of subtlety, or her rather 
common conception of it, showed in her 
facetious remark to the Prince that sh: 
supposed he had had a father and mothe! 
(laughter on the part of Miss Cook) 
In its setting this sounded a bit crude, 
both out of character and situation. 

In this particular play [| see no « 
jection to making the vowel sounds 
quite as full and whole as they can_be 
made according to good usage. The 
speech sounds ought to sound well and 
the vowels ought to be sung well. And 
so when Detlev says “very warm” I 
should prefer (wo:m) to (woom). The 
latter sounds more like a dramatization 
of Main Street and less like the large- 
ness of feeling that dominates the 
romance. :

From the countries of the East, rich in 
beauty and tradition of color, have come 
ihese ensemble colors, designated as th: 
“Oriental Rug Colors”. Warm glowing 
reds, browns and tans of -exquisite sub- 
tlety, the rare greens which have such 
symbolic meaning to the faithful Moham- 
medans, and the deep-rich blues found in 
rugs of Persian origin are shades which 
come under this classification. 

In a group of warm tans and browns 
are the names of Hamadan, Mosul and 
Gorevan, which apply to shades a bit 
lighter than those listed on the card as 
Caucasia, Kermanshah_ and _ Sarouk, 
names that reveal their Eastern inspira- 
tion.

Of 
subtle charm is a group of blues named 
Riviera, Venetian blue, Della Robbia, 
Gentian and Chinese blue. Nattier, Muril- 
lo and Raphael are the shades; found in 
the paintings of these famous old masters. 

More vivid and brilliant are colors re- 
vealing a Moroccan and Algerian influ- 
ence. A trio of colors shading from ve!- 
lowish pink to an exotic henna is de- 
scribed by the names of Arabesque, 
Moroccan and Alcazar, while more ob- 
viously red are shades designated as Fez, 
Algerian red and Mascara.

The Outfitters Art 


By G. M. Leland 


(Communications to 1560 Broadway, N. Y.) 


Dazian’s, Inc., well-known New York 
theatrical supply house, is about to cele- 
brate its 85th anniversary. In 1840 Wolf 
Dazian, father of the present president of 
the firm, established a costume business 
at number 414 Marion street, New 
York. Twenty years later the establish- 
ment was moved to larger quarters at the 
corner of Broome and Center streets. In 
1870 the growth of the business again 
necessitated more room and the head- 
quarters were moved tao 280 Bowery. It 
was at this address that the costumes for 
the first important New York productions 
were made, such plays as The Black 
Crook, Humpty Dumpty, Around the 
World in Eighty Days, Julfis Caesar 
and their contemporaries being outfitted. 
Wolf Dazian then moved to 26 Union 
Square where he occupied an _ entire 
building. It can safely be said that the 
establishment made most of the costumes 
for the operas and comic operas in those 
days. In 1905 the building that Dazian’s 
now occupy at 142 West 44th street was 
erected. The firm gradually became 
known as a supply house for the theat- 
rical profession and in 1919 the execution 
of costumes was discontinued entirely 
and Dazian’s became specialists in the 
field of supplying theatrical goods — 
materials, fabrics, trimmings, novelties, 
ete. Today it is perhaps the leading 
supply house in America. Dazian's goods 
and service are known to practically 
every producer, manager, designer, scenic 
artist and costumer in the proferion. 
Emil Friedlander, who became associated 
with the firm in 1°19, is the active head 
and the vice-president of Dazian’s at 
the present time. He is known personally 
almost as extensively as in his establish- 
ment and is one of the most popular 
figures on old Broadway. 


Booth, Willoughby and Jones, New 
York, have been commissioned to design 
and execute costumes for the new Al- 
bertina Rasch Dancing Girls act, soon to 
open on Keith-Albee Time. 


Gene Lankes hay designed and the 
Jack L. Lipshutz Costume Company of 
New York has executed the cabaret cos- 
tumes for the Venetian Garden, Mon- 
treal; the costumes for Olga Bohm’s 
vaudeville act, titled Venetian Mas- 
querade, and for the new minstrel revue 
being sent out by Gus Edwards and a 
complete wardrobe for Irma Dane, Jr., 
who is appearing as a feature in a Palm 
Beach cabaret. This establishment has 
been busily engaged all summer turning 
out ensemble wardrobes tor 10 of the 
Mutual Burlesque Circuit shows, to- 
gether with costumes and gowns for 
many of the individual burlesque prin- 
cipals. 


Robert Stevenson designed the cos- 
tumes for the beautiful Tableaux Vivants 
of The Ten Commandments, which pre- 
cede the showing of the film at the 
Rivoli Theater, New York. The living 
pictures, three in number and titled On 
the Nile, Moses and The Slave Mart, are 
presented in the manner of the Ben Ali 
Hagin tableaux of the Ziegfeld Follies. 
Stevenson's costumes and draperies, ex- 
ecuted by the Brooks Costume Company, 
as displayed at the Rivoli compare more 
than favorably with the work of that 
more famous artist of Florenz Ziegfeld's 
staff. 


The costuming of Riquette, Strauss 
operetta to be sponsored by the Shuberts, 
is well under way. The modern gowns 
will be supplied by Joseph, New York. 
Kathryn Arlington, the new establish- 
ment of Mrs. Paul Arlington, is-executing 
costumes for one of the members from 
the sketches of Harriette Liebman, Ar- 
lington staff designer.

Dawson Would Encourage Worthy Tent 
Dramatic Shows 
Kirkville, Mo., August 9, 1925. 
Editor The Billboard: 


Sir—There is 2 matter that I have 
been giving attention to for quite a while 
back and that is the tent dramatic shows 
and the chautauqua shows under canvas. 

On quite a few occasions I have been 
invited to Rotarian and other business 
clubs to say a few words at their lunch- 
eons and have told them that these forms 
of entertainment must be supported if 
they wish amusements at all. After the 
meals I have been informed quite often 
that the shows are not keeping up to 
their contracts; after guaranteeing an 
A-1 show they would put in weaker at- 
tractions and still demand the full money 
for them and that there are few tent 
dramatic shows worthy of attention. 

I have told them (and among them, of 
course, the newspapermen) that they 
must come to the rescue with healthy 
criticism and at the same time encourage 
the worthy; that the latest union demand 
of $85 a week for stagehands would 
drive quite a few shows off the road. 

The cities are all right, but the whole 
country is really dumb in the small 
towns regarding the drama and dramatic 
attractions. All they know and seem to 
care for’is the screen. In all the small 
towns that I have visited in the past 
four months in eight States west of the 
Mississippi real music is simply dead. I 
am not finding fault with the towns, but 
with the people; they seem to have for- 
gotten that good music is one of the 
many blessings and that the radio is the 
only means that they have of hearing it.

Better Scouting System Needed 
Northfield, Minn., August 7, 1925. 
Editor The Billboard: 

Sir—In looking over The Billboard this 
week I note the boxed article, Edna 
Covey Is Latest Sensation on Broadway. 
I note she was appearing between films 
in a picture house and that her act 
stopped the show. So far so good, for 
that has happened with a: good many per- 
formers; but here is what sounds just 
a little bit funny to us: “Within three 
days practically every ‘scout’ on Broad- 


way had hurried to the Rivoli and ¢, 


hurried back to the producers they rep- 
resented.” The article goes on to say 
that Miss Covey received 10 offers from 
Broadway producers and that Flo Zieg- 
feld contracted her at $400 per week; 
that she now plays true to form and 
stops the show for him; that Ziegfeld is 
busy buying display advertising space 
for her, and so on, 

The other side of the picture is not 
played up so strongly—this is the fact 
that she has been playing for two years 
in small-time vaudeville. But she had 
to come and sit on Broadway's doorstep 
so the overindustrious “scouts” could 
find her. It must bea at job, and one 
filled with the hardships that try the 
hearts of sturdy men, this heing @ 
“scout” when one never has to get out 
“Wf sight of the camp fire or take more 
than a step or two away from the main 
army. It strikes me that the word 
“scout” in this case is a misnomer. If I 
had a scout of that kind in my com- 
mand I would have him court-martialed 
and shot at sunrise for not going further 
from camp and “discovering” Miss 
Covey before she was inside the out- 
posts. It’s a cinch that Miss Covey’s 
services have been of value for some 
time even if they have just been dis- 
covered by the scouts. It would make 
me pace back and forth before my tent 
in rage to think of all the good money I 
had lost by not having her services all 
these months. General orders would be 
given at once that all scouts increase 
their range of action. 

The boy scouts of little old Broadway 
had better get a job with baseball for 
awhile and learn what real scout duties 
are. That would mean that they look 
for talent in the brush and other out-of- 
the-way places. That hardship would be 
offset to a certain extent by an increase 
in the knowledge of geography. Of course 
it might trouble them for a time to read 
a@ road map and get their bearings at all 
times and they would have to get weaned 
away from the idea that they must be 
back in camp for each mess but the 
results would be astounding. No doubt 
the commanders would refuse to accept 
the reports brought in since the dis- 
coveries were not made right on Broad- 
way, for these superior officers know of 
only one location in which discoveries 
of any importance can be made. 

These scouts could do the wise thing 
and follow the custom of rounding u 
some speculator who has been lucky an 
thinks he has business brains and get 
him to back up the discoveries with the 
dpliars. This would enable the scouts 
to bring in their finds and show Broad- 
way what the talent in the high grass 
can do when it comes to actual entertain- 
ment. Of course, Broadway is using a 
lot of this talent right now, for mighty 
little of it is grown on home soil, but 
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there is still a lot of it left out in the 
hinterland because it has not yet taken 
the courage to drill into New York and 
step into the sacred show ring for inspec- 
tion. Some of this talent is often a 
little past its prime before it can pass 
before the judges, which sometimes leads 
us to believe that some of these judges 
are not as competent as they might be 
or they would insist on an earlier inspec- 
tion. A really good judge could look 
young talent over, no matter whether it 
was in the show ring or not and make a 
pretty safe prediction as to its future. A 
competent judge would consider it a good 
investMent to buy this young talent and 
use his superior experience and powerful 
assistance in improving the development 
in the talent as the years went by. And 
thruout ali the years of development cer- 
tain profits would accrue that would 
mean something in our commercialized 
theater. 

It appears that New York is not back- 
ward in appreciating good talent as soon 
as it sees it, but it has to rely on the 
caprice of the producers for its chance 
to see it. What is needed is a better 
scouting system and a larger number of 
commanding officers who have been thoro- 
ly schooled in the tactics of genuine show- 
manship.

% Projectionists 


By ROY CHARTIER 


Reports of wage settlements for the 
coming year are beginning to pour into 
1. A. headquarters in New York. As- 
sistant President Sherman reveals that 
the largest increase thus far is that 
granted in Baltimore, where the men 
were receiving starvation wages. Rep- 
resentative Louis Krause, who was in- 
strumenta!l in bringing about the settle- 
ment, succeeded in getting the managers 
to agree to a 100 per cent increase. In 
view of the fact that the present wage, 
in effect to September 1, is only $23 a 
week for all except heads ‘of departments, 
the raise to $46 is not regarded as ex- 
cessive in any way. Under the new 
agreement the heads of departments re- 
ceive an increase of $8. he Baltimore 
local, No. 19, has experienced a stiff fight 
in gaining the new wage scale, meeting 
resistance from the managers’ associa- 
tion requiring Representative Krause to 
intercede in the negotiations. Former 
low wages of the men in the Maryland 
city have been due to a three-year con- 
tract, negotiated im 1922 when indica- 
tions pointed to cheaper living conditions. 


Other cities in which the managers 
and local unions have come to an agree- 
ment in new wage negotiations are 
Memphis, Tenn., Operators’ Local No. 
69, with which the amo 4 ar a 
two-year contract; Dover Local 
No. 502, which has secured a mR

, Local No. 462, which signed with 
a, managers on a one-year contract 
after assistance by Representative 
Krause, and Gadaden, Ala., Local No. 
413. which reports its new po 
the coming season has been signed a 
substantial increase.

The question put by Pirandello is: “What should I be if the rags 
of habit and unreality were stripped and I stood naked before my 
It is a strange coincidence that O. Henry, our own great 
short-story writer, had planned to seek the answer to practically the 
same question shortly before his untimely death. : 

Pirandello and O’Neill are seeking truth, and any artist bent_on 
such a task should not be hampered by narrowminded censorship. The 
action in these cases may not represent the attitude of the entire 
It may be only the opinion of the authority who is 
vested with the powePof censorship, and it is only fair to concede that 
this authority is in a better position than an outsider is to judge what 
is best for the mental and moral state of the people of England. But 
the English stage has never been wholly hospitable to foreign drama, 
especially plays of a controversial and influential nature, and it is barely 
possible that there is more than one motive back of this censorship of 
two of the principal dramatic works of their time.

NYONE who doubts the extreme freedom and democracy of the 
American stage has only to consider the narrowness and back- 
wardness of the English mind as disclosed in the proscription of 
such plays as Eugene O’Neill’s Desire Under the Elms and Luigi Piran- 
dello’s Six Characters in Search of an Author. 

The intellectual process that leads our English cousins to consider 
these works as objectionable is hard to understand. Both 
been successfully produced in this country, and while the O’Neill drama, 
which is still running in New York, aroused some discussion at the 
time of the brief splurge by the citizens’ play jury, in the final out- 
come the quality and moral soundness of 
The Pirandello piece, presented here a few seasons 
ago, was received as a witty, amusing and anything but harmful satire. 
If there is any such element as a subtle viciousness in the play, it must 
have escaped the American perception. 

According to Pirandello, we are all a little mad, and it is thru 
madness, not normality, that we arrive at sanity and truth. Perhaps 
it is this paradox, dramatically stated in Six Characters, and also set 
forth in the same author’s Henry IV, that scares the English. But 
there is something deeper than this observation about madness in 
Pirandello’s works. The awthor is seeking to discover that men are 
just echoes of their true selves, that reality is something that escapes 
men, that human identity is a mystery beyond the power of logic to 
solve, that we are all transient puppets in a changing and undefinable

He can 
probably do it. If we remember rightly 
somebody’s “Tom” show was about the 
first indoor show to travel by trucks. 
A lot of the shows are doing it now. 
Good roads—the most booming institu- 
tion in America—are responsible for it. 
Several managers have told The Bill- 
board that they make 30 or more miles 
an hour with their trucks on the move. 
They also say—and this is significant— 
that they cut their time down materially 
each year. This means the roads are 
better each year and that they make 
better time. Managers say trucks and 
touring cars get them where they want 
to go and when they want to go. There 
is less rest broken by early morning 
trains, no dangerously close railroad 
connections to worry about, much less 
trouble in loading their production and 
baggage, and a lot of baggage bills cut 
out entirely. It listens well and the 
managers say it works quite well. It 
costs money to run a show on the road 
now that would have entirely discour- 
aged the old-time managers. Anything 


the French actors, in spite of the fact 
that they are compelled to play seven 
days a week, are opposed to this idea, 
just as they are opposed to the sugges- 
tion that the doors of all dramatic 
houses be closed during the summer 
months, when attendance is lowest. 
They would rather continue to do their 
work at a smaller salary than to give 
it up temporarily for a period as long 
as a month. 

In other words, being conscious of 
the vicissitudes imposed upon them by 
infrequent and often very brief employ- 
ment, the actors are opposed to any 
steps for the general improvement of 
the condition of their colleagues which 
compel them to give up a job when 
they are fortunate enough to have one.

A tisurishea, unmolested by the moving 

nicture, the almost prohibitive oper- 
atine expenses and several other factors 
which are slowsy but surely causing its 
demise, one could name any number of 
this type of company of every caliber, in- 
cluding the good, pretty good, fair. poor, 
bad and “terrible”. But in recent years, 
beset on all sides as they have been 
with every conceivable form of opposi- 
tion, it has been a literal case of. the 
survival of the fittest. And the fittest 
have narrowed down to a very small 
minority. Repertoire companies can now 
be classed the same as British actors: 
Good and bad, with no fair-toemiddlin 
resting place. 

This result has been brought about by 
several of any number of causes, the 
main one of which would be difficult 
to lay a finger on, The moving pictures 
are generally, and by repertoire manag- 
ers vociferously, blamed. But, not deny- 
ing that pictures are to a great degree 
responsible for the fault, there are other 
potent factors to be rec oned with, such 
as a gradual change in the public’s taste 
for theatrical fare. Then, too, an ab- 
sence of lookaheaditiveness and modern 
commercial methods on the part of some 
managers have undoubtedly contributed 
largely to the crumbling down of a busi- 
ness which was sorely in need of the 
initiative, Which in most cases was not 
there, of those who were conducting it, 

While the great majority of the old- 
time “rep.” shows have long since suc- 
cumbed to the rigors of progress there is 
still a number of managers engaged in 
this branch of the theatrical profession 
who have triumphantly ridden the waves 
of adverse conditions to their present high 
position of success and respect, the seeds 
of which they so patiently sowed in the 
early days, when the opportunities to 
make money quickly but haphazardly 
were great. The choice of business meth- 
ods never led these few enterprising 
managers, like so many of their fallen 
brothers, by the easiest way. Their mot- 
to was and has always been, “Give the 
audience a little more than it expects”, 
and they have held consistently to that 
motto. They will continue to be success- 
ful only just so long as they do. 


R iteanen of has, like every other 


branch of the show business, under- 
hanges with the passing 
seasons. Th rdships of the former 
days which Vv more or less (mostly 
less) patiently endured have given way 
to conditions more conducive to the ar- 
tistic presentation of plays and to a 
more harmonious relation between actor 
and manager. It may not be amiss to 
add right here that “internal combus- 
tion” used to be one of the chief causes 
of repertoire companies failing. While the 
fact Was never generally taken advantage 
of, there was always something hap- 
pening to take the sting out of the 
strained feelings made existent among 
the members of the companies by such 
trivialities as the lateness of a train, loss 
of sleep, indigestion and in some cases 
the failure of the ghost’s weekly 
preamble. The great trouble being that 
actors, like numberless people in other

vocations. wouldn't, and never will, be 
relieved of feeling exactly the way they 
feel like feeling, downright cantanker- 


ousness being so often, tho thinly, dis- 
guised by the more convenient term “ar- 
tistic temperament”. 

We recall vividly, and with a conse- 
quent reaction of the risibilities, an epi- 
sode of many years ago while playing 
with a repertoire company in the little 
town of Mingus, Tex., which State was, 
and from all reports still is, a most lucra- 
tive stamping ground for the small reper- 
toire company. A good idea of the 
crudeness of that section of the country, 
at least at that time, can be had from 
the fact that the main street of Mingus 
was “paved” with dust some six inches 
deep, with rough planks running along on 
edge and paralel at each side to indicate 
the point of division between the street 
and the sidewalk (not pavement). The 
opera house of Mingus was not at that 
time graced by the usual electric light 
sign for the guidance of prospective pa- 
trons. A single, blurred kerosene lamp, 
suspended at the end of a rusty, squeaky 
chain at the entrance, heralded to the 
“city” the fact that a show was in town. 
That was practically all the advertising 
that any show got in Mingus. The opera 
house could be easily seen from any part 
of the two streets comprising the town 
and all the populace had to do to know 
if anything was on at the “o ry” was 
to glance in that direction and ascertain 
whether the lamp was lighted or not, 

On the particular evening in mind we 
were playing that most mellow of melo- 
dramas, Human Hearts, written, if 
mer ory serves us correctly, by Hal Reid, 
he of the late and esteemed Wallace 
Lele 

We had been playing the “tall grass” 
for a number of weeks and Mingus 
seemed just about the limit of endurance. 
When the curtain rose every member of 
the company was at tiger ends with 
himself. the manager and the world at 
large, Mingus in particular. A glance 
out over the audience, made up princt- 
ally of greasers, cowboys and a few 
ndians, did little to quell the feeling 
of revolt backstage. 

For the first act of Human Hearts we 
had what is known as a triple “set”; 
that is, the stage was divided into three 
Sections. On the left was Tom Logan's 
blacksmith shop, on the right his home 
the interior of each being open to full 
view of the audience. Between these two 
“ets” was the Logan “front yard" and 

stage was of very limited dimen- 
= this “front yard” could, figurative- 
Y speaking, just about be put Anto one’s 
Vest pocket. It may be recalled that

at the end of act one the elder Logan 
is killed and the crime fostered upon his 
nobie-hearted son, Tom. The limitation 
of the space intervening between the 
house and the blacksmith shop was not 
fully realized until the elder Logan, hav- 
ing been duly “stabbed” by the villain, 
started to stretch himself out in the 
position in which he was to be found by 
the other characters of the play. Being 
a man of more than average height 
considerable difficulty was experienced in 
finding the proper resting place for his 
six feet, two of length. When finally 
he settled upon the rostrum his head 
was in the blacksmith shop up to his 
neck and his feet found refuge in thru 
the doorway of his erstwhile home across 
stage, making it exceedingly inconvenient 
for the other members of the compan 
to gracefully group themselves after all 
had dashed on to discover the dastardly 
deed. Tom Logan, in order to take the 
center of the “picture”, a position abso- 
lutely necessary for the leading players 
in those days, was compelled to stand 
astride, at a point slightly above “mid- 
ship’, of the prostrate form of his “dead” 
father, the ungraceful posture causing the 
“dead” father to laugh outright, which

further caused the audience and finally 
the entire company to laugh more out- 
right, bringing the curtain down on a 
comedy scene instead of one of drama as 
intended by the author. That little inci- 
dent acted as a tonic to every member 
of the company, a them on speaking 
terms again and holding them together 
for the remainder of the season as no 
amount of persuasion or cajoling could 
possibly have done. Almost every day 
from then until the season closed some- 
one would mention the night that old 
man Logan died with his feet in the 
house and his head in the blacksmith 
shop. That company, by the way, was 
financed by James McIntyre, of McIn- 
tyre and eath, and managed by his 
nephew, Jack Bell. Logan, Sr.. was 
played by our good friend, Joe Baird, 
who was prominent in the supporting 
east with Alice Brady in Zander the 
Great a season ago. 

Such amusing and unexpected inci- 
dents as just cited have very often been 
the chief means of keeping the smaller 
repertoire companies intact for the dura- 
tion of the season. In fact the manager 
of one of the biggest of the repertoire 
companies operating today deliberately 
goes out of his way to cause something 
out of the ordinary to occur during a 

erformance in order to make the actors 
augh at and with themselves, his con- 
tention being that, while the procedure 
is not exactly ethical, it keeps the actors 
out of a possible rut which might be 
caused by the monotony of their work. 
This manager is reputed to be worth 
about half a million dollars, most of 
which has been acquired thru his reper- 
toire company, so he can, perhaps, be 
forgiven for conforming ethics to his own 
individual ideas. 

Such of the better class repertoire com- 
anies as were headed by Bennett and 
Rotten, Bessie and Hickman, Gracie 
Seott, Kirk Brown, Bessie Dainty and 
a score or more of others equally well 
known are now but occasional flareups in 


our jaded memories, the majority of 
them having found other channels for 
their activities and other uses for the 


money they made out of ~ er Play- 
ing in various sections of the country 
there are at the present time a couple 
hundred repertoire companies. A mere 


half dozen of them can be categoried 
as high class, deserving to be called, as 
they prefer, not “rep.” shows but travel- 
Ing stock companies. It would be both 
difficult and unfair to name anv om 
of them as the best, because, while on: 
might have a little over the others as 
to the histrionic ability of their per- 
sonnel, another will perhaps top the list 
in quality of productions, while still an- 
other may have a shade on the others 
in so far as the drawing power of their 
Plays is concerned. 


HE quality of the plays and the man- 
ner of production very often de- 
termine the territory played by these 

companies, For instance, no repertoire 
company can bope for success west of 
Chicago and very few west of the Ohio 
River unless vaudeville specialties are 
offered between the acts of the regular 
lay. There are but three of the really 
ig repertoire companies that do not in- 
clude vaudeville in their programs. These 
vaudeville “turns” consist mostly of 
singing, comedy talk and sometimes danc- 
ing, the artistic and commercial value 
of those rendering them being evenly 
divided between their versatility as dra- 
matic actors and vaudeville entertainers. 

The plays offered by the West and 
Mid-West repertoire companies need not 
of necessity be late Broadway successes. 
If they reach these sections a year or 
two after leaving Br#Adway they are, as 
a rule, in ample time. One Mid-West 
company, however, is known to include in 
its repertoire at least four of the newest 
plays each season. This particular com- 
pany also carries a full crew of union 
stagehands, being unusual in this locality, 
due to the fact that the International 
Alliance of Theatrical Stage Employees 
is not so powerful here as in the East, 
at least not in the smaller towns. 

The patrons of the three biggest reper- 
toire companies of the East insist. upon 
seeing plays hot off Broadway and they

do not care for any vaudeville for good 
measure. In other words, they expect 
their repertoire companies to be a bit 
ultra. This is by no means intended and 
should not be accepted as a reflection 
upon the companies of the West and 
Midwest. It is rather a compliment to 
the business acumen of their managers, 
who subserve, if that is what it be, their 
artistic inclinations to some small extent 
to a business requirement. 


HRUOUT Wisconsin and Minnesota 

and parts of Michigan, Illinois and 

Iowa there is no theatrical name bet- 
ter known, nor more respected, than that 
of the Winningers. In these States the 
yearly visits of the John D. Winninger 
Players and the Frank Winninger Com- 
edy Company are eagerly anticipated as 
events of far more importance than the 
coming of a circus. These two com- 
panies are owned and manager by broth- 
ers. Adolph, another brother, has also 
headed his own repertoire company over 
the same territory as played by John and 
Frank. Joe, still another brother, set- 
tled down long ago to the less exciting 
work of theater managing, and, of course, 
we have all heard of and most of us have 
seen the fifth Winninger brother, Charles, 
who has for several years been happily 
associated with Blanch Ring in several 
capacities—commercially, artistically and 
matrimonially. It is the opinion of many 
who know what real acting is that, in his 
particular line of work, there are few 
actors on the American stage who can 
surpass Charles Winninger. He comes, 
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proudly, of one of the most representa- 
tive families of repertoire actors The 
other Winninger boys could probably as- 


sociate themselves with New York com- 
panies as securely as Charles has done, 
but they are both occupied with their 


own repertoire companies which always 
net them yearly incomes far in excess of 
what the average Broadway actor ean 
count up at the end of a season. They 
have built up their enviable reputations 
oyer many seasons of hard work and on 
a foundation of sound business princi- 
ples, augmented by their natural talent 
as actors. 

The three big repertoire companies of 
the East are: Chas. K. Champlin Stock 
Company, now in its 26th vear; Merkle- 
Harder Stock Company, which has been 
on the road for 15 years or more, and 
Chicago Stock Company, now in its 28th 
season. Nothing but genuine merit can 
keep any enterprise profitably before the 
public for so long a time. 


HILE a grain of salt may be neces- 
sary to bring one to the belief, the 
performances and productions of 

any of the companies named are usually 
far superior to those of many one-night- 
stand companies advertising a “Broadway 
cast’. And by the same method of com- 
parison the performances and productions 
of the mediocre “rep.” shows are cer- 
tainly nothing to be enthused over except 
that thru them the people of the smaller 
towns are afforded some occasional relief 
from the flickering films. 

The almost complete withdrawal of 
traveling road companies by the New 
York managers hag left repertoire prac- 
tically the sole means of theatrieat en- 
joyment for persons not fortunate or un- 
fortunate, whichever the case may be, 
enough to reside in a big city, a condi- 
tion of which the native of the small 
city or town eagerly takes advantage 
when the repertoire company comes ‘o 
town. It is not at all uncommon for 
several performances of the better-class 
companies to be sold out a week or so in 
advance and not infrequently their at- 
tendance is sufficiently favorable to 
make an extra performance Saturday 
night necessary. 

As repertoire companies present entire- 
ly different programs each season and, 
with few exceptions, play over the same 
territory year after year with little or 
no deviation from their’ established 
routes, it is not difficult to perceive that 
a constant improvement, or at least a 
faithful adherence to a certain set stand- 
ard of excellence, is very necessary. 

HE number of really clever actors to 
be found in repertoire is surprising, 
espe@ially to those who are under 

the erroneous impression that all of the 
good ones are on Broadway. As a mat- 
ter of fact Broadway absorbs only a 
small percentage of the acting profession 
and at most times of the year, if not at 
all times, a greater number of actors 
will be found seeking Broadway engage- 
ments than will be found actually work- 
ing in the Broadway shows. The fact 
that an actor walks up and down Broad- 
way looking for work does not, by the 
wildest stretch of the imagination, make 
him a Broadway actor. 

Repertoire actors can be divided into 
three distinct classes. One class will 
never be considered. as anything but 
“rep.” actors. This class is cOmposed of 
actors who are content to plod along 
in a catch-as-catch-can fashion with no 
ambition to reach a higher strata of 


professional importance than that to 
which their mediocre ability entitles 
them. In the second division we have 


the actor who has chosen repertoire as 
his open sesame to the glamour of the 
footlights, making of it a stepping stone 
by which he progresses up thru the stock 
company to a New York road show and 
sometimes to 3Sroadway. Numbered 
among the third class are the real reper- 
toire actors of unusual talent who prefer 
to remain in this branch of the theatri- 
cal profession for the reason that they 
are, in most cases, certain of a long and 
continuous season, after which many of 
them retire to their own summer homes 
to rest contentedly for the duration of 
the lay-off period with the comforting 
knowledge that the next season's work 
is assured without the necessity of going 
to New York to be buffeted about by 
dramatic agents. They are always sought 
after by managers of the better-class 
repertoire companies and can command a 
salary above the average. 


NE seldom hears of a benefit being 

given for a repertoire actor or man- 

ager, the obvious reason no doubt 
being attributed to the fact that they 
are not sufficiently known to the public 
to make a benefit worth the effort. Ther: 
is, however, a more logical reason. They 
save! An economical expedient the wi: 
dom of which is becoming more and mor: 
appreciated by actors with each season 
And remember, that as their work keep 
them off in the “sticks”, they ar n 
confronted with the enticing bright lis 


of Broadway, the sorrows and joys of

To discuss an actor’s salary is a 


hazardous undertaking because no one ft 
more sphinx-like on an) ubject than 
a theatrical manager (not pre agent) 
is about the salaries he pays and the 
actor himself, when mentior h sal- 
ary, just naturally cannot ov me that 
irresistible impulse to add little for 
good measure. Notwithstanding these

Piccadilly Passes 
As Independent House 


Warner Bros. Close Deal With 
Lee A. Ochs for Reported 
Sum of $835,000 


New York, Aug. 15.—Warner Bros., 
Inc., bought the Piccadilly Theater, 
Broadway and 52d street, last week bee 
Cause the manager of the theater re- 
peatediy complained that their. pictures, 
which he had agrted to show exclusively, 
were losing money, according to rumors 
along Broadway yesterday as to the thea- 
ter’s sudden change of ownership, altho 
Lee A. Ochs, formerly managing director 
of the theater and president of The Play- 
house, Inc., the holding company, has 
declined to make any statement concern- 
ing its sale. 

Last Thursday evening, August 13, 
formal announcement of the sale of the 
house to Warner Bros. was made over 
the radio from the theater, as well as the 
fact that from now on it will be known 
as Warner’s Theater. 

When the theater first opened a con- 
tract was made with Warner Bros. to 
show their pictures exelusively. This was 
done, it was ascertained, because Warner 
Bros.’ pictures were the only ones re- 
leased by the big producers that the 
house could obtain for exhibition. It 
could not secure the Metro-Goldwyn- 
Maver films due to the latter’s ownership 
of the Capito] Theater, the First Nationa! 
releases due to its ownership of the 
Strand, or the Famous Players’ due to 
its ownership of the Riwoli and Rialto. 

The theater was purchased outright for 
the report sum of $825.000, altho the 
exact price is not definitely known. The 
deal was consummated a week ago by 
representatives of Warner Brothers and 
Lee A. Ochs. 2 

Mr. Oche, it is reported, will leAve his 
present post for an affiliation in an im- 
portant capacity with Warner Brothers, 
altho just what position he will hold has 
not been definitely established. The new 
director is George H. Dumont, now in 
charge of all theatrical interests of the 
firm. C. R. Martineau will continue in 
his position of house manager. 

Many changes are to take place in the 
theater. The stage will be enlarged, the 
oerehestra pit will be made to accommo- 
date 28 musicians, and the house interior 
remodeled. The name will be changed to 
Warner Brothers’ Theater prior to its 
opening in the near future. 

With the passing of the Piccadilly as 
an independent theater there remain in 
New York only three. These are the 
Colony, the Cameo and Moss’ Broadway. 
the last named being used for first-run 
pictures only occasionally when the 
management, believes a particular picture 
will appeal to its type of audience. 

The sale of the Piccadilly to Warner 
Brothers will work even more havoc with 
the independent producer than heretofore, 
as it will give him just one theater less 
in which his pictures will have a chance 
of presentation. The situation has be- 
come so acute for the independent that in 
many instances he is forced to rent a 

legitimate house for a long run and 
charge top prices, as has often been doné 
by William Fox, Universal and others, in- 
eluding United Artists. 

On the other side of the fence Mr. 
Ochs, in discussing the sale of the thea- 
ter, spoke in justification of his move, and 
on the behalf of the theater-owning pro- 
ducers he said: 

“On many occasions the Piccadilly has 
shown the biggest part of an entire out- 


put of an independent company, only to 
be denied son particular attraction later 
beeause of the desire of the producer to 


take his picture to an opposition theater 
in the hopes of making more money. Of 
course these so-called trust theaters 
would take one or two pictures on any 
program if they considered that the film 
was worthy of their handling.”

“GREATER MOVIE SEASON” 
MAY BE ANNUAL AFFAIR 


Will Hays Well Pleased With Results of First Campaign---‘‘Future 
Plans Depend Upon Wishes of Exhibitors” 


New York, Aug. 17.—The success so 
far of Greater Movie Season has been so 
phenomenal in various cities thruout the 
country that it has been practically de- 
cided to hold the season annually, accord- 
ing to Will H. Hays, president of the 
Motion Picture Producers and Distributors 
of America, 469 Fifth avenue. 

Mr. Hays, who has just returned from 
a trip thru the West and Middle West, in 
a statement, comments most favorably 
upon the results of the campaign. The 
statement reads, in part: 

“Greater Movie Season will be an 
annual event if the exhibitors want it. 
There is apparently nation-wide satisfac- 
tion in the results this first demonstration 
has shown. Since the season I have been 
in Los Angeles, Denver and Chicago, 
where excellent drives were conducted. In 


Denver and Chicago, some thousands of 
miles removed from the center of the 
industry, and with only the exhibitors’ 
Anitiative to bring the season's message 


before the public, all factors of distribu- 
tion and exhibition worked side by side 
so harmoniously that the public response 
was equally as huge. 


“Atlantic City had 100 per.cent repre- 
sentation in the drive. Atlanta and Dallas 
exhibitors have telegraphed the hope that 
Greater Movie Season may be an annual 
affair. 

“Our future plans depend upon the 
wishes of the exhibitors. We are seeking 
still further information. In almost every 
instance the chairman or general manager 
of local activities is the head of a large 
theater or  cireuit, or the principle 
executive of an exhibitor association. 
During the next few weeks we will ask 
their advice and suggestions,,. based on 
their knowledge gained this month. If 
the consensus of opinion favors another 
season next year, as I believe it will, our 
campaign naturally will further embody 
their ideas. The splendid co-operation of 
the exhibitors is fully appreciated. 

“Apart altogether from the increased 
business from Greater Movie Season, the 
film industry has won the active co-opera- 
tion of every agency that influences public 
thought That support will not be with- 
drawn as long ds every factor in the in- 
dustry justifies the public confidence that 
the season has inspired.”

Closes Contract With Davis Dis- 
tributing Division Bringing 
New Exchange System 
Into Field 


New York, Aug. 15.—One of the most 
important deals in the motion picture jn- 
dustry this year is that consummated by 
the tieup last week of the Davis Dis- 
tributing Division with the newly formed 
Vital Exchanges, Inc., David R. Hoch- 
reich, president 

The contract between the two brings a 
new exchange system {nto the field and 
gives birth to a new national motion pic- 
ture distributing organization having as 
its purpose the filling of the wants of in- 
dependent producers. 

The Vital Exchanges, Inc., is composed 
of former employees of the old Vitagraph 
concern which several months ago was 
sold to Warner Brothers. Mr. Hochreich 
formerly was connected with the Vita- 
graph system, and subsequently was as- 
sociated with Warner Brothers in a sales 
capacity. None of the officers of the old 
Vitagraph are affiliated with the new en- 


terprise. 
The purpose of the com is to dis- 
tribute the product of the vis Dis- 


tributing Division, of which J. Charles 
Davis is president. Already plans are 
under way for the creation of branches 
in about 25 cities in the United States 
and Canada. 

The Vital Exchanges, Inc., however, is 
really an entirely independent organiza- 
tion, devoted primarily to the purpose of 
continuing the work carried on for so 
many years by the Vitagraph concern, 
one of the oldest firms in the business 
and a pioneer in the motion picture in- 
dustry 

Mr. Hochreich said that for some time 
past the men associated with Vitagraph 
had desired to form. an organization of 
their own to revitalize the old company, 
but that loyalty for Vitagraph had pre- 
vented them from doing so. But when 
the concern was sold to Warner Brothers 
their wishes were gratified by the organi- 
zation of the Vital Excha s, Inc. 

As soon as the compa was formed 
it became necessary to a company 
whose product was the kind it wished to 
handle. The Davis Distributing Division. 
it was found, had all the requirements 
the Vital people wanted, and ¢ontracts 
were signed accordingly. They call for 
a five-year franchise which gives the 
Vital Exchanges, Inc., rights to the full 
output of the Davis concern in this coun- 
try and Canada. In territories where 
Davis products had already been sold to 
other independent exchanges, the Davis 
people agree to supply the Vital with 
enough pictures to meet requirements un- 
til their own contracts with these other 
independents have expired. 

Mr. Hochreich, in a statement issued 
after the formation of the new company, 
“We are bringing to exhibitors an op- 
portunity to deal with the only really in- 
dependent organization in existence to- 
day. Every exchange manager will own 
his own business with his own capital 
invested, and will have opportunity to 
work in his own field where he has toiled 
to build up a tremendous following for 
Vitagraph. The passing of the Vitagraph 
into other hands has created a huge gap 
in the motion picture industry, for Vita- 
graph had the respect and good will of 
every independent theater owner in the 
business. The encroachment of some 
companies upon the theater owners’ busi- 
ness itself, and the constant acquiring by 
them of theaters of their own which are 
in very competition with the men with 
whom they do business, has created a 
situation almost intolerable to inde- 
pendent theater owners. Vital Exchanges 
enters the field to fill this gap, and a Vital 
Exchange will go into the field in every 
exchange center in this country and 
Canada. The heads of these exchanges 
will be in business for themselves, former 
men of Vitagraph, who intend to carry 
on the same system of clean dealing with 
theater owners as the latter have always 
received from these’ men.

The ferocious-looking dinosaur, perched 
over the Astor Theater in New York at 
the time of the showing of the Lost 
World, has served double time for the ex- 
ploitation of the picture. It was shipped 
to Providence, R. L, during the showing 
of the film at the Albee Theater there 
and rested conspicuously in the largest 
window of the city’s largest department 
store, with an appropriate background of 
rocks, sand, artificial grass and other 
outdoor accessories. 


A dog and pony show which happened 
to be in Canton, O., at the same time as 
Universal’s picture, The Great Circus 
Mystery, gave an unlooked for oppor- 
tunity for a prize exploitation stunt. 
Manager Halbert, of the Odeon Theater, 
where the picture was showing, borrowed 
circus banners, pennants, a cage of three 
monkeys and an orang-utan. These he 
placed in the theater lobby, ereating a 
real circus atmosphere. One of the 
clowns from the circus drove about town 
@ pony cart on which were displayed 
announcements of the picture. 

When Quo Vadis played in New 
Haven, Conn., Manager Browning, of the 
Olympia Theater, persuaded publishers of 
The Union to furnish letterheads and 
envelopes to be sent to all school teach- 
ers, Yale professors and prominent 
Italians in that city, inviting them to a 
preview showing of the picture. The 
letters were signed by Philip Troup, 
editor and publisher of the paper.

Publicity stories for 
newspapers, suggestions for type ads and 
a number of valuable exploitation stunts 
are contained in the pamphlet.

compared to those paid the actors ap- 
pearsng in New York shows. But re- 
gardless of these comparatively small 
Salaries the average repertoire actor -is 
perfectly satisfied, and sometimes wisely 
so, .to remain at what is scornfully 
looked upon as the narrow end of the 
theatrical profession. Why? one might 
naturally ask, if they are really good 
actors. Why not as well take a chance 
on Broadway? And that logical little 
question obligingly gives its own just as 
logical answer. roadway IS a chance, 
and a big ong, even after one has landed 
there solidlWin an apparently successful 
play because the most promising looking 
play often remains on Broadway for 
but a few weeks and the wise repertoire 
actor prefers 35 to 40 weeks’ work at 
a nominal salary in his present environ- 
ment to a few weeks on Broadway at 
a much greater salary. 

Naturally there are any number of ac- 
tors whose goal is Broadway and public 
recognition regardless of the financial 
consequences, being “unmindful of the 
proven fact that theatrical fame, unless 
the required amount of financial af- 
fluence goes with it, is nothing more than 
an uniasting adoration of a fickle pub- 
lic that comes and goes, not to evlogize 
nor to except to, in so doing, 
satisfy its own vanity which finds a 
feeble outlet in telling others how good 
so and so was in such and such a play. 
That is absolutely the extent of the 
publie’s interest in actors, except in a 
very few remote instances. 

Another important factor in the en- 
couragement of sq@me actors not to try 
further to reach Broadway is that the 
almost inevitable reply of the manager 
or engaging agent, when the actor seeks 
employment, is: “You're not the type.” 
On Broadway one must “look” the part 
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before even being considered for a role, 
the mistaken idea being that the stage 
director can “make” an actor out of any 
“type’’. It cannot be done! If the 
“type” happens to be an actor, all well 
and good. Otherwise the “type” can be 
developed into nothing more than an 
automaton. ACTORS are born, not 
ground out according to some one’s par- 
ticular idea of grinding. 

A short time ago an actor whose 
ability and_ experience have fitted him 
for the portrayal of an exceptionally 
wide range of roles presented himself at 
the office of a well-known New York 
producer for the purpose of being “looked 
over”. The official in charge gave one 
glance and smilingly said: “Sorry, but 
you are not the type at all. We want 
a man of larger stature, one who can 
‘uphold a situation’.” The actor, taken 
rather aback at this unintended innuendo, 
replied that he could ACT! The good- 
natured answer was a candid admission 
of the prevailing method of engaging 
casts for the New York plays. The re- 
ply was: “It MAY come to that because 
we sometimes rehearse and rehearse 
‘type’ after ‘type’. finally throwing up 
our hands in despair and admitting that 
we will have to get an ACTOR for the 
role.” The actor went into repertoire, 
where his histrionic ability is given full 
sway, more set than ever in his knowl- 
edge that the theatrical profession_is 
also a business, in spite of David Be- 
lasco’s humorously quoted statement that 
no manager worthy the name is in it 
for money.

words, for finding the sense of the line 
in the stressed syllables she delivers 
the words all the better by hitting the 
right sounds, for tne sense is in the 
important syllables rather than in all the 
syllables made separately. When Miss 
Granville bursts forth on “She’s in the 
park, too,” what comes to the ear with 
meaningful distinctness is (i: a: u:), 
with the consonants of course doing 
their part of diction making. 

Dallas Welford plays his own version 
of Lutz with good results. He makes 
him a rather common piece of clay with 
a well-blended variety of idiosyncrasies. 
He plays without striving for large 
effects, but there is a rhythm of comedy 
in Mr. Welford that carries the audience 
on ripples of laughter, not to mention the 
big laughs that are also included. His 
ruaning mate, George Mack, is also stbtle 
in his dapper comedy. 

Miss Granville’s good speech floats out 
beautifully on her clear voice, which 
proves to be wendrousy large in the 
part of Anastasia. She plays with swing. 
dash and elegance, and she is magnificent 
looking in every sense of the word. 
Josephine Adair is very lovely in appear- 
ance and she seems to be unusually 
sincere in her acting. Her voice, un- 
fortunately, is feeble, so that her lines 
make little impression on the ear, altho 
she says them with sympathy and under- 
standing.

Field Minstrels, was with the show when 
-it played Pennsboro.” 


The Miller Brothers, who own about 
4,000 feet of railway trackage at Mar- 
land, Ok., recently purchased 1,300 feet 
there belonging to the Texas Company 
and a considerable trackage from the 
Gypsy Oil Company.

Sands & Astley Circus was owned by 
John McMahon. Winter quarters were 
at Wichita, Kan., season 1893, the name 
of the show being Sanger & Lent. In 
1894 it was known ,as Sands & Astley. 
The show wintered in 1894 and °'95 at 
Birmingham, Ala. John McMahon died 
and his brother, Joe, assumed manage- 
ment of the show, which in 1895 was 
known as Bond Bros.’ Circus.” 


Frank H. Thompson, of Thompson’s 
vaudeville and picture show, pens that it 
is very seldom that a circus, large or 
small, gives universal satisfaction, but 
the Orange Bros.’ Circus, under manage- 
ment of Wm. Newton, Jr., with 60 horses, 
48 auto trucks, elephants, camels, lions, 
tigers, etc., also good aerial and ground 
acts, is “mopping” up thru the Central 
West, giving two performances a dav. 
The show will route thru Illinois on its 
way south and close in Oklahoma in De- 
cember, adds Thompson. 


The initial appearance of the Sparks 
Circus at Davenport, Ia., August 3 was a 
noteworthy one. Turnaways were re- 
corded at both afternoon and evening 
performances, and the vast assemblage 
was delighted with the program The 
Democrat and Leader concluded its fine 
afternotice with the following paragraph: 
“The Sparks Circus has won the hearts 
of Davenporters. It is hoped that it 
will make this city one of its yearly 
stands and that when it returns it will 
bring a larger seating capacity. It will 
surely need it.” 


From B. G. (Shorty) Campbell, of 
Osceola, Ia.: “A few years ago this 
town put the ‘kibosh’ on all real circuses 
with a prohibitive license, but the present 
administration has opened the town. We 
have an ideal circus lot of 10 to 12 acres, 
less than one-half block from loading 
— It has been used by the Ringling 
3ros.’, Hagenbeck-Wallace and other cir- 
cuses. The city is on the main line of 
the C., B. & Q. Railroad and on the way 
from Kansas City to Des Moines. We 
have been accused so long of being ‘dead’ 
(which was true) that I wanted it known 
that we are on the map again.” 


The Ringling-Barnum Circus enjoyed 
two capacity crowds at St. Paul, Minn., 
August 5, writes Edwin J. Gruber, super- 
intendent of the Junior Live-Stock Show, 
South St. Paul. Straw had to be put 


down at the evening performance. This 
was the first circus in that city this sea- 
son and the crowds indicated the fact 
that they were circus hungry. Gruber 
thru the courtesy of G. Ingalls, brother ot 
the famous Clyde, had the pleasure of 
spending the greater part of the after- 
noon visiting around the lot. The word 
courtesy is far from fitting to express 
the treatment received, adds Gruber. 


In this column, issue of August 8, a 
correspondent asked about a_ two-ring 


‘circus and menagerie which exhibited at 


Jeffersonville, Ind., Ma 30, 1895. In 
reply to this Lew D. Nichols, Chicago, 
writes: “I was with the John McMahon 
Show in 1889 and 1890. Joe operated 
the show while John was sick and after- 
wards, in 1895, he called the show Sands 
& Astley’s, I was manager of the side 
show with the Great Wallace Shows in 
1895 and 1896. We went to California 
both seasons. The Wallace show. was 
called Cook & Whitby’s in 1894, the Great 
Wallace Shows in 1895 and 1896, and in 
later years the Hagenbeck-Wallace Cir- 
cus.’ 


C. G. Sturtevant, State College, N. M., 
writes: “In your issue of August 8 in 
this column a_ correspondent asks for 
information on the Sands & Astley Circus, 
which exhibited on May 30, 1895, at 
Jeffersonville, Ind., saying he was in- 
formed by some party that it was the 
Great Wallace Show under this title for 
that year. This ae is not cor- 
rect, as I have beforé me the route book 
of the Wallace show for 1895, which 
shows that it exhibited at Petersburg, 
Va., May 30. The year was one of the 
biggest the circus ever had. It made a 
trip to the Pacific Coast and closed at 
New Orleans November 23 and shipped 
to winter quarters at Peru, Ind. I 
believe, tho, that this Sands & Astley 
Circus may have been some other show 
that took this title for that year.”

Friendly Spirit and Free Gate Make Phil Eastman’s Kansas Fair at 
Topeka a Pronounced Success

THEIR AMUSEMENTS AND PRIVILEGES WITH ITEMS, OF INTEREST TO MUSICIANS _ Re 


Unique Features Staged at Many 
Amusement Resorts in Various 
Parts of the Country 


At its annual convention last Decem- 
ber the National Association of Amuve- 
ment Parks agreed to make Tuesday, 
August 4, a nation-wide Kiddies’ Day. 
The suggestion was received with much 
favor by the park managers and prepa- 
rations were made to fittingly celebrate 
the day. 

The day proved its value beyond -he 
greatest expectations of those who sug- 
gested it. With unique features staged 
in many parks and the day extensively 
advertised, the “kids” swarmed into the 
parks by thousands, in some instances 
the numbers being so large as to be 
virtually beyond control of the park au- 
thorities. With the experience gaine 
this year it is probable that the day will 
be elaborated upon next year and in all 
probability it will be made to include 
several days in order to properly take 
care of the enormous crowds. 


Glen Echo Park . 


National Kiddies’ Day was observed 
at Glen Echo Park, the national capital 
pleasure resort near Washington, 7a. Se 
on Tuesday, August 4, when the big park 
was taxed to its capacity by an actual 
count attendance of 32,000 scrambling 
kiddies and adults. They started coming 
at nine in the morning and thousands 
remained during the evening to swell the 
regular night crowd. At one time the 
crush was great the management 
ordered many of the rides and attrac- 
tions closed in the interest of safety, so 
great was the eagerness of the:crowd to 
storm the entrances of the larger rides. 
The day was handled at Glen Echo Park 
as a “tieup” with a chain of Washing- 
ton shoe stores in connection with their 
“Fun Club”, in which are enrolled nearly 
8,000 children. They were provided with 
free tickets to some of the amusements, 
good until 6 p.m., and accepted at the 
rides only at the front entrances, Re- 
peat rides were paid for and adults paid 
at all times. The “Fun Club” arranged 
a series of athletic games, offering gold, 
silver and bronze medals to the winners, 
the series of events being supervised by 
the athletic department of the Washing- 
ton Y. M. C. A., under the direction of 
Chas. Beckett, the physical instructor. 

In order to properly take care of those 
children who were unable to receive full 
benefit coming to them by reason of the 
management closing some of the at- 
tractions to prevent injury to thousands 
of “Kiddies’ Day Kids”, and therefore 
voiding the tickets issued for the day, 
arrangements were at once made to have 
issued 2,000 tickets for each day of a 
geven-day period starting Tuesday, 
August 11, and continuing thru to the 
2ist. 

In an interview given to the Washing- 
ton newspapers on National Kiddies’ Day, 
Leonard B. Schloss, dirtctor of the park 
operation and a man of wide experience 
in the amusement field and in control of 
Glen Echo Park for the past 15 years, is 
quoted as saying: “This is the first time 
in all my experience that I have to ad- 
mit defeat; but this bunch of ‘kids’, 
thousands of them, of ages ranging from 
six to nine, coming to the park unat- 
tended by their parents or some adult 
person, simply ran wild and were beyond 
control of park employees, and as a mat- 
ter of safety I deemed it advisable to 
close such rides as the big coaster, the 
derby racer, carousel, old mill and whip, 
operating only such controlled rides as 
We operate, as a preventive of accidents. 
One can readily understand what it 
means when one hag a capacity to handle 
10,000 persons at once and then have 
more than 30,000 storm your amuse- 
ments, all wanting to be entertained at 
the same time; what a time my usually 
effective force had, and which prompts 
me to say National Association of Amuse- 
ment Parks’ Kidies’ Day had me licked.” 
He further stated to the local newspaper 
men that on “Kiddies’ Day” for 1926 he 
would not try to handle the affair on one 
day, but run it over a geries of days, 
starting it on the day that the N. A. A, 
P. would designate as “Kiddies’ Day”. 

Not a single accident occurred during 
the day and the Washington newspapers 
commented upon this, extolling the man- 
agement for its mature judgment in 
closing the rides to prevent serious mis- 


haps.

LONG PARK CIRCUIT FORMED 


BY EASTERN 


BOOKING OFFICE 


New York, Aug. 12.—What amounts to 
virtually a circuit of 20 weeks of parks 
has just been completed by the Wirth 
& Hamid Booking Office. It includes 
some of the best amusement parks in 
New York, New Jersey and Pennsylvania, 
with one each in Maryland, Massachu- 
setts and Canada, and means a full sea- 
son’s work for dog and pony acts, aerial 
acts and other circus and free acts. 
Much time and attention have been spent 
on the perfecting of the details of this 
new circuit, but everything is now settled 
and running smoothly and satisfactorily. 
The managers of all the parks affected 
are highly enthusiastic about the new 
project and are well satisfied with the 
results obtained. Real diversified pro- 
grams are being supplied and these in 
turn are drawing big crowds to the parks 
using the service. With practically 20 
solid weeks to offer an act, the booking 
office is thus able to obtain some of the 
biggest and best the market affords. The 
parks and acts alike are benefited by 
the new arrangement, 

This is probably the first circuit of 
parks that has been organized since the 
one controlled by J. W. and R. L. Gor- 
man of Boston, This circuit was _ or- 
ganized in 1900 and disbanded in 1916 
because of conditions existing at that 
particular time. The Gorman Circuit 
took in 24 towns and extended from 
Bangor, Me., to Pittsburgh, Pa. Com- 
plete bills were “road showed” over that 
circuit, the five or six acts booked re- 
maining together as an entity for a com- 
plete tour of the circuit. It is practically 
impossible to book in this manner over 
the new circuit because of the fact that 
some of the parks start their week on 
Sunday and others on Saturday, whereas 
with the Gorman Circuit the week ran 
from Sunday to Saturday.

It 
has occupied one of the principal points 
in the city, in and surrounding the half- 
finished capitol buildings, a roject 
started during the presidency of Jose 
Miguel Gomez, the buildings being half 
constructed and then abandoned for want 
of further funds.

Kansas City, Mo. Aug. 14—It is a 
long way from the city limits of Kansas 
City to the city walls of Pekin, but Lee 
Yuk Tin, High Commissioner of the 
Republic of China, will not permit 
distance to interfere with a plan to install 
a@ 26-year-old American-made electric 
fountain, now in Kansas City, in one of 
the municipal parks in the metropolis of 
the Chinese republic. 

During a recent trip around the world 
Mr. Lee stopped in Kansas City for 
several days and while visiting Electric 
Park saw the electric fountain in action. 
His opinion, expressed to M. G. Heim,

R. H. Brainerd, who has been in 
charge of the fountain since it was 
originally installed, will accompany it to 
Pekin to supervise its reconstruction. 
While in China he will also build electric 
fountains in Shanghai and Canton.

The fountain was first built for the 
World's Fair in Omaha in 1889, When 
the fair closed it was placed in storage 
and was not used further until 1905, 
when it was rebuilt as a permanent fea- 
ture of Electric Park. Consisting of a 
maze of piping and_ searchlights, the 
fountain in action sends forth rising and 
falling columns of water on which play 
ever-changing beams of colored light. 
In the midst of the spray are seen 
tableaux depicting famous paintings and 
sculpture, historical characters and fanci- 
ful interpretations of mythology.

Incidental to newspaper actounts with 
estimates of the great amount of money 
carnival companies spend (in cash—not 


credit) in towns and cities where they 
exhibit, and the effort of showmen to 


have the citizenry come to a realization 
of this, particularly as facts against 
propaganda of so-called “objectionists”, 
the press representative of the Zeidman 
& Pollie Shows in a recent edition of his 
Zeidman and, Pollie-Gram, which is 
printed and circulated (gratis) monthTy, 
presented for his readers the following, 
credited to The Battle Creek Enquirer and 
News of July 24: - 

“When a big show like Zeidman & 
Pollie, now playing a successful week's 
engagement at the Klingman showgrounds 
under auspices of the Veterans of Foreign 
Wars, comes to town expressions are 
often heard on every side about the show 
‘taking all the money out of town.’ 

“According to Dr. Hilliar, publicity 
Girector, this is far from being the case. 
And he propounds a logical argument to 
prove the contrary. 

“We have 400 people with the show,’ 
says Dr. Hilliar, ‘and putting their living 
expenses at about the lowest minimum 


per capita of $20 per week that alone 
would leave $8,00 in every city in 
which the show appears.

They go to theaters and picture 
shows in the afternoons, they buy clothes, 
they run up big laundry bills and, white 
the show has its own special train, at 
least 100 of its employees, performers or 
attaches, live in hotels during each week,

s0 it will’ readily be seen that the big 
carnival leaves money aplenty in a 
town.’”
